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PREFACE 

The Literary Year -Book for 1901 needs little in 
the way of introduction from its Editor. Those who 
are responsible for its production have been gratified by 
the fact that the issue for 1900 was greeted with kind- 
ness. Imperfections were, as a rule, gently and fairly 
dealt with. The difficulties of my task were generally 
taken into consideration, and the limitations placed upon 
me borne in mind. 

The volume cannot, at present, be indefinitely extended. 
The adoption of the many suggestions received would 
involve a heavy increase. Such, for instance, is the 
excellent proposal that there should be given, in addi- 
tion to the book of the year credited to each author 
in its place, one book at least — a representative book — 
written in a previous year. As matters stand, this 
cannot be undertaken for 1901. It is contemplated, 
however, for 1902. 

Those who are interested in this volume are reminded 
that the production, at a moderate price (and this is 
essential), of a work of reference which cannot in any 
case appeal to a large class of people is a difficult matter. 
A clear comprehension of this fact will explain how it is

that suggestions which are manifestly admirable in them- 
selves must be treated with cautioa And it will induce 
some to reflect further as to the conditions on which 
alone ambitious plans for the book can be entertained. 
To raise the price of the book many would think highly 
undesirable ; and, as has been said, indefinite increase 
cannot be contemplated. As a matter of fact, a great 
deal more has been added to the last two issues than 
the casual observer might suppose : it can only be hoped 
that observers will cease to be casual. 

The majority of critics have not only spoken well of 
the book; they have given encouragement in various 
ways. One or two have disparaged it ; but their opinions 
have only given that healthy stimulus which strengthens 
the resolve to make the book as useful as possible. In 
addition to this I have received, during the past year, 
many hundreds of letters testifying to the practical useful- 
ness of the book. These have been a great assistance to 
me in work which has, I must confess, its trying side. 

It is true, as Mr. Jacobs observed in his preface of 
three years ago, that " the groups of the professions 
concerned in the production of literature are none of 
them organised." I do not follow him in his view that 
we cannot therefore decide what information will be 
most useful, but the fact is one which could hardly be 
better defined than in these terms, and it has another 
aspect. Where professional work is concerned, a com- 
mon factor is generally discernible. We know where 
we are. The members or " groups " of the professions

speak the same language. In literature it is different. 
Our literary world is a miz-maze, into which people 
have a way of straying, without knowing even what 
they want to do or whither they want to go. So often 
is this the case that those with the highest pretensions 
frequently end by doing nothing and going nowhere. 

This aimlessness is, of course, intensified in its dis- 
astrous effects by a hundred familiar circumstances. 
Criticism is confused, gossip is bewildering. Yet these 
things may be seen in a brighter light Bitterness and 
evil-speaking have had their day, and though each and 
every literary clique has its own way of displaying 
temper, our universal activity is accompanied by cheer- 
ing manifestations of cordiality and enthusiasm between 
worker and worker. We are feeling our way from 
confusion towards unity. The sense of brotherhood 
which belongs to other professions ought to be attain- 
able by men and women engaged in the literary craft. 
Unfortunately, our forefathers never invented a scheme of 
formalities, accompanied by fee-paying, such as prevails 
at the Inns of Court, which might give our literary men a 
definite position and precedence; and this is so to the 
infinite derogation of the craft as a craft in the minds of 
the people at large. Of course we care nothing for " the 
people at large." Art affects to despise the prudence of 
the law. But we are miserable all the time. Anything, 
therefore, which tends to minimise the terrors of our lost 
condition, should receive support. The Literary Year- 
Book may do something to assist us here. It should 
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viii PREFACE 

supply a link otherwise missing ; it has a lofty mission 
as well as a purely practical aim. And that mission it 
attempts to carry out in several special ways, but chiefly 
by its independence and comprehensiveness. 

With regard to its independence. Impartiality is our 
keynote here. The book does not represent any clique, 
or class, or corporation, or society. No society is known 
to us which represents literature in this country as it 
should be represented; there are institutions which do 
much for the makers of books, but with some of them 
the dissemination of fads and fallacies is too constant. 
Here we take the value of the author and the honesty 
of the man of business with whom he deals for granted. 
We leave out of consideration, as far as we can, the 
pseudo-author and the people who insist on treating that 
person seriously. In our practical articles will be found 
neither suggestions of dishonesty, nor suppressions, nor 
amplifications of fact. Differences of opinion may arise 
as to the precise value of such information as we give, 
but what is given should be sufficient both to interest and 
to instruct, and allowance must be made for the fact that 
our space is limited. 

With regard to the comprehensiveness of the book, it 
has been our endeavour to include everything that can be 
reasonably required by any one at all concerned with 
literature. Some people consider that too much space 
is given to the Directory of Authors. The suggestions 
that reach me under this head are curious. Many sup- 
pose that it should be a great distinction to be included 
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PREFACE ix 

in this Directory, whereas, of course, it is no distinction 
at all. Were I once to select, I could not but rest till I 
had reduced the Directory to twenty names or less. And 
my twenty, or less, would be followed, like " Red Pottage," 
by an " exceeding bitter cry." I can only say that my 
own attempt to define an author would be — "one who has 
written a book." And some have written such little books ; 
some are such small authors. The test of membership of 
the Society of Authors (Incorporated) is, as far as I can 
gather, inadequate. Some of my correspondents appear 
to think that such membership is a distinction ; whereas, 
and again, of course, it is no distinction at all. Our 
Directory is, however, all things considered, the most 
useful section of the book. It is retained, and will be 
improved upon. Those who are aggrieved by the inclu- 
sion of persons not as distinguished as themselves I fear 
I cannot satisfy. I can but take a leaf out of the book of 
the ex-President of the Transvaal Republic, and refer 
them, with all respect, to the second verse of the twenty- 
second chapter of the Book of Proverbs. 

Some sections appear in the book this year for the 
first time, and these speak for themselves. Though 
critical articles are discarded, it has been thought wise to 
give a selection from the reviews of the year as likely to 
be of value in the future, if only because they show what 
is being said and contradicted about the books that are 
more immediately before the public. That the confusion 
of criticism is thereby illustrated, is a fact for which I am 
not to be blamed. A few omissions have also been found 
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X PREFACE 

necessary, in order to include fuller information in the 
more important directories. 

I have only to add that I have received help from 
many correspondents, and am cordially grateful for it. 
My thanks are due in a particular degree to Mr. Charles 
Weekes and Mr. Henry Gilbert, who have spared no 
pains in the preparation of those portions of the book 
which have fallen under their own especial super- 
vision.

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THE YEAR'S WORK, 1900 



The last year of the Nineteenth Century bears unmistakable 
marks of the war influence upon literature. As compared 
with 1899, there has been an actual decrease in Literature 
the output of books, the number of new books and 
being 5,760, as against 5,971. Military books, the War. 
and books dealing with South Africa, show, of course, a 
notable increase. Some of the works included in this de- 
partment have enjoyed a large sale, but on the whole book- 
sellers look with little favour upon new Transvaal literature. 
The field is already crowded, and the public longs for the 
return of peace. Even so, the flood of applications to pub- 
lishers, more or less martial in their nature, shows little sign 
of diminution; and as always in more recent days, meri- 
torious work is given a hearing, finding its way eventually 
into the market. Reviewers deal with these war-books in 
batches of ten or twelve at a time ; generally in a tired and 
perfunctory manner. None can help feeling that, regarded 
in its present aspect, the necessity of war has been an evil 
one for the publishing and writing worlds. Even novels 
show a decrease, which means, not that quantity has any 
clear connection with quality, but that promising writers 
have less chance than ever — for the lists of negligeable 
books (paid for by their authors) never grow less — and it 
is " the coming man " who suffers when publishers cannot so 
much as attempt to forecast the immediate future. Quieter 
times will bring that restfulness which literary workmen re- 
quire, and it may honestly be hoped that the war will have 
sown seeds of enthusiasm by which art will be compensated 
for the mere disturbance of trade. Emotion remembered in 
tranquilUfy supplies a motto for 1901. The coming autumn

should see a great revival of good work in every line, if by 
that time, as may happily and reasonably be expected, the 
war should be over. 

In some respects the year 1900 stands out as a time of 
especial interest to the student of English literature, simply 
on account of our losses by death. 

For the living, it has been an uneventful time, but signs 

are not wanting to prove that our activities, manifold enough 

The Pros- *^ cause confusion, and noisy enough to provoke 

pectB censure, are nevertheless stimulating the fresh 

of Poetry, ambitions of the rising generation to some 

purpose. It is refreshing to see that poetry is being received 

with that genuine display of interest which indicates a pros- 

. pect of something like a genuine revival. This is not the 

place for a discussion as to the merits of those volumes which 

have made most stir in the year now past : our survey must 

be general, and not particular. Taking, then, Mr. Stopford 

Brooke's eloquent but pessimistic oration as a text we may 

observe, perhaps with advantage, the signs of the times. 

The speaker makes his meaning very clear when he says : — 

"Poetry has no captains who give it a steady direction. No 
master ideas, such as Tennyson or Browning had, urge its course 
towards a clear end, or fill its sails with a steadfast wind. Nor 
does it represent, as Arnold and Clough did, or as Morris and 
Rossetti and Swinburne did after them, the main conditions of the 
age in which we are living. ... It has no great matter, no fine 
thinking, and no profound passion, and it is the reverse of simple. 
And the world is becoming tired of it, and longs for the advent of 
youth, originality, joy, hope, and the resurrection of vital ideas, in 
poetry. Along with this, and always accompanying this prolific 
littleness, is a terrible recrudescence of criticism. Every magazine, 
all the daily papers, every publishing house, is filled with essays 
and articles and books about poetry, carping, or denouncing, or 
satirising, or praising without knowledge, and in astonishing 
excess." 

The "vital ideas" and the other splendours which the 
eminent critic desiderates, can only however be expected at

a time like the present, when all our printing presses are 
busy. It is hardly reasonable to speak of the period to 
which Swinburne belongs as if it were " a day that is dead " ; 
nor is it likely that there would be this excitement and 
pressure in the modern literary world, if great thoughts were 
not continually and increasingly striving for utterance. The 
warnings addressed to us have their uses. Our output 
of work professedly critical or creative is undoubtedly 
excessive. But it shows life, and life is everything. Such 
indications as the growing influence of the Celtic school in 
poetry, the fresh publication of admirable anthologies, the 
issue even of periodicals entirely devoted to the service of 
the Muse : — these things, even when performance falls short 
of intention, will spread abroad that hope and confidence 
which honest enthusiasm never fails to inspire. 

With all this before usy it should still be borne in mind 
that the making of poetry has its practical side. The time 
is yet fer distant when the addition of a poet to ^ij^^ Pros- 
a practical family in Britain will be hailed with pects 
joy. No amount of enthusiasm will make the of Poets, 
poetic temperament really welcome to the community, which, 
indeed, can only understand and appreciate that success 
which can be measured by commercial standards. Herein 
lies one drawback, at least, to the literary career. Poetry 
will certainly survive in spite of opposition, and often will 
thrive because of it : yet assuredly the struggle is made harder 
than it need be for the man whose bent is towards Art. 
Publishers are afraid even to open the manuscript of a man 
who has warned them that he is sending verse : and yet the 
only man who ever "founded a family," to use a vulgar 
phrase, in this country by writing his way to fortune as well 
as fame, was a poet. In these days the honours given to 
poetry are not only inadequate but farcical. The fact is of 
importance. Art can do without rewards : but the public 
cannot do without object lessons. Something the State can 
do, something the State ought to do, for the encouragement 
of the living poet, not mainly for his sake, but for the sake

of the people. Other nations find this possible. Why not 
ourselves? The prospects of poets will improve when the 
powers, domestic, commercial, and national that rule us and 
protect us, take serious notice of the literary craft. Failing 
such help, poetry may flourish : but poets must continue to 
suffer more than their share of discouragement and of dis- 
comfort. 

What is true of poetry is true of nearly every branch of 
literary work in these days. The market is crowded. Tales 
of the great rewards possible in the bookman's field are based 
upon the large sales which are occasionally known. Such 
sales follow no rule; at any rate in the realm of imagination ; 
and a cursory glance at the lists of the year just past will 
show how far literary success depends upon mere fashion or 
chance. All this has a direct bearing upon the literary 
career. 

There are, broadly speaking, two divisions in literary work 
— the instructive and the imaginative. Men who can take up 
some definitive branch of instructive study, men 
^^^Books^^^ who are well equipped by talent and by scholar- 
ship, and are not above writing for the educa- 
tional market, may make literature a highly lucrative profession. 
Thus, a university professor, a college don, a private school- 
master, may enter the lists as real fighters — for here, as 
elsewhere, the competition is fierce — and with a moderate 
expenditure of time and energy come forth conquerors. 
But the professional is here secondary to the educational. 
Write a serious, historical, or philosophical book, which 
involves study and labour, precluding any other occupation ; 
be, in short, a writer pure and simple, engaged simply and 
solely upon research of one kind or another : what will be 
the result? The experiences of Herbert Spencer or of 
John Addington Symonds are the experiences of to-day. 
The lament of the latter was eloquent, dignified, philosophical. 
He gave his whole time and thought to writing books which 
held in their own place a position of peculiar honour. For 
his work he received less than the wages of a butler. Such 
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THE YEAR'S WORK, 1900 19 

cases are hard, because the somewhat uncommon type of 
mind to which Symonds belonged is not often found in 
combination with circumstances of physical ease and comfort. 
So it is that in spite of the numerous instances on record, 
where men of ample means have added something to the 
literature of their country, we do suffer grievously from the 
hardness inseparable from the writer's lot if he is poor. We 
suffer, and the nation suffers. In England the case is harder 
than in some other countries, because the very atmosphere is 
penetrated through and through by a materialism which has 
mastery in all departments, and has latterly seemed to over- 
shadow literature itself. But practical men know, even here, 
and even now, that the pen is a great instrument 
of education, administration, and reform — ^perhaps gio^Swa " 
the greatest of all instruments. The career which 
involves its steady use is nevertheless the Cinderella of the 
professions. Some deny to it the name of a profession with 
show of reason ; others, themselves engaged in it, regard this 
question of " profession " or " no profession " with disdain ; 
but men must live, and to live on authorship all drawbacks to 
its exercise ought surely to be abolished. 

These drawbacks are serious indeed. The present con- 
dition of the Law of Copyright commends itself in principle, 
at least, to lawyers. But it is disastrous to 
authors. By its action children are often denied ^^D^^t 
the fruits of their fathers' labours. A good 
book's value is a thing of slow growth. It is hard to make 
writing pay; but the hardship is increased by the fact that 
after a certain term of years the profits of a book may be 
taken away from those who, in natural justice, are entitled 
to its benefits, and may very possibly be in sore need 
of the help which it would afford. This is not necessarily 
a plea for perpetual copyright. The opposition to perpetual 
copyright is, it is true, based on the ridiculous notion that 
good books would be suppressed if copyright were perpetual. 
Is not the English Bible, which is the subject of perpetual 
copyright, circulated more widely than any other book in the

world ? This does not prove evierything, of course. And it 
is just conceivable that from malice or some other freakish 
cause, a person owning the copyright of a valuable book 
might decline to continue its publication. Then, in any act 
conferring perpetuity a simple provision to the effect that 
any book not printed for some term of years should become 
public property would defeat the intentions of the malicious, 
whilst against their methods common - sense and interest, 
the all-prevailing determination to make as much money as 
possible, must in fairness be set. The idea of " monopoly " 
is a fiction worthy of the feelings of a day when the circula- 
tion of books was naturally difficult and slow. To-day our 
troubles are not due to suppression, but to over-production. 
Why should the few books that survive, by reason of their 
intrinsic interest, fall in circulation because to each copy is 
attached, say, a royalty of some few pence, payable to the 
representatives of the creator of the work in question ? No 
publisher will produce the work without prospect of recom- 
pense : must he be the only person rewarded, he who did not 
make it ? 

Such questions as these are answered by the proposals of 

the new Act for the Amendment of the Law of Literary 

Copyright, and they are answered by a fiat 

fonStv" ^^^ possuntus. The term of copyright is in 

certain instances to be extended, and that is 

all. Instead of the present curious proviso, for which 

Macaulay was responsible, by which authors are protected 

for life and seven years, with a minimum of forty-two years, 

I is to be life and thirty years in all cases. So much 

ranted, it is hard to see who would be injured were 

1 life and fifty, or even sixty years, as it is in several 

ntal countries. But, it is said, the new term is one 

rill make for uniformity. Uniformity with what, and 

lom? There is no uniformity in a scheme which 

t possible for one book to gain legal protection for 

le years, and for another, possibly published on the 

ay, to gain it for ninety years. Yet this is what the 
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new Act contemplates ; and the mere statement of the possi- 
bility of such a result suggests, if it does not prove, fresh 
injustice. Again, uniformity with whom ? With some other 
countries, but not with others.^ The word uniformity is, in 
fact, an absurdity in this connection. The fresh law proposes 
to alter the diversity, to ring the changes, and that is all. 
When we are told that, on the whole, there will be a lengthen- 
ing of the term of copyright, and are expected to be thankful, 
it should be enough for authors to reply to the effect that a 
longer term would likewise have those same advantages, with 
others superadded. This, in fact, is what they do reply. 
" There is a general opinion," says one leading literary organ, 
" among men concerned with letters, that protection for a 
term of life, with fifty or sixty years beyond life, would be a 
fair solution of the admitted difficulties. It is not as much 
as some demand, but it is more than others would be willing 
to give. Such a term would, in fact, be a fair compromise. 
We may hope for its adoption yet." 

Briefly as we have thus considered this initial grievance 
of authors — for in truth it overshadows all others — there is 
a question more immediately to the front at 
the present time, which also has a most im- -^^i 
portant bearing, both on the general position 
of the craft, and on the present doings of publishers, 
booksellers, and authors. This is the price of books. The 
buying of books is not a popular pastime in England. Even 
the novel, the most saleable form of book in the present day, 
is sold with difficulty. On this subject the opinions of a 
leading publisher will be perused with interest : — 

"The truth is this : Of an average novel the libraries buy as 
few as they possibly can, frequently not as many as they used 
to buy in the three-volume form ; and if they will not set the 
example, the public assuredly will not buy. I am aware, of course, 
that there are exceptions, but only sufficient to prove the rule. 
In the thr^e-volume days the risk of producing an average novel

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was reduced to a minimum. Now it can hardly be produced at 
all, except with a positive certainty of loss ; for now there is nobody 
to buy, and borrow they cannot, because the libraries confine their 
purchases almost wholly to the books by authors who have been 
fortunate enough to get a hold on the public All others — ^good, 
bad, or indifferent — ^are alike shunted. This is, of course, good 
for the libraries, but surely it is bad for young authors and too 
venturesome publishers." 

So far Mr. Marston, and the testimony is of value. It is in 
vain to set against this statement the fact, even though it is 
a real fact, that one single firm of publishers has sold over 
a million and a quarter copies (in England and America) 
of a certain nine novels on their list. Once an author << gets 
a hold on the public " it is likely to go well with him, at least 
for a term of years, but the modern system tends to make 
such success a matter of great and greater difficulty. A novel 
appears, is well received by those qualified to judge, but 
unless the whole reading world talks, and talks loudly, about 
it, the sales will very possibly stop short at three hundred 
copies. This, at the present price, means failure to author 
and publisher: yet not a failure to which any shame can 
be attached. Many good books meet with this fate every 
year. And it is the prospect of such fate that makes the 
calling of the novelist a bitterly precarious one to follow. 

But it must be remembered that lowness of price, and 
consequent meagreness of profits, involving enormous sales 

if decent results are to be secured, are not 
DeterrexLts. the only deterrents to novelists or would-be 

novelists. Mr. Andrew Lang has lately spoken 
of the reasons which should deter young and educated 
men from "drifting into either journalism or literature." 
An even more striking warning comes from the Continent 
in a letter of advice sent by Herr Gustav Freytag to a young 
writer who had sent him a manuscript to examine. Here are 
his words : — 

"Even if you possessed the greatest poetical power, and a 
talent for narrative as great as diat of Walter Scott, Dickens, and 
others of the best, you ought not at present to think of putting 
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your scientific studies into the background, and risk your future 
existence on novel-writing or other poetical activity. You must 
first, by serious work and the position it may make for you among 
your fellow-men, ripen to manhood, and you must ^in a certain 
mastery over life before you can have the right to idealise in an 
artistic work the fate of man. On the path you now are inclined 
to follow you will only reap disappointment, and probably a speedy 
decline of your powers. 

"In the emp^ and uncertain existence of an 'author,' you will 
only learn to know the time imperfectly, and from the wrong side. 
Observation alone does not educate a man ; it needs above all a 
firm position in a circle of worldly interests and clear duties. As 
a young author you would, after a half-success, only be able to gain 
a tolerably secure place as a journalist, a profession very unfavour- 
able to artistic creation. My warning is the result of what I have 
observed during my life of the fete of many young writers, and it 
is a truth which I have repeatedly had cause to state ; for the 
number of those who, like you, would like to choose the pleasant 
game of free invention instead of the self-denial and exertion of 
scientific research, is very great. 

" Whether your talent is strong enough to support your whole 
life, I can say as little as any other man. If the impulse you have 
lasts, and the strength to carry it out, it will in any case break 
through all obstacles ; and if you now do your nearest duty per- 
fectly, you may trust the future." 

From the foregoing we may see that the novelist has neither 
certainty of acceptance in beginning his career, nor security 
of tenure afterwards. Consolation only comes when we 
remember that the good man will " win through," whatever 
difficulties may lie in the way. But he, with the rank and 
file, ought to take an interest in the practical side of his 
calling: knowing the peculiar trials which surround it on 
every side, he should endeavour to support those things 
which make for unity ; he should study prices, and struggle 
to make them fair ; and he should do his utmost to secure 
the recognition of the craft as an organised and responsible 
faculty. 

The price of books has a more definite bearing upon the 
well-being of authors than many are willing to allow. We 
may be pardoned, perhaps, for wishing that the « . p. 
man who writes a book that can only appeal to ® ^^^' 
a small audience should be able to gain a reasonable return 
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for his expenditure of time and thought ; and this means that 
we should favour a rather higher price for books than has 
prevailed of late. Underselling is a curse to any trade. 
There are various kinds of underselling. Of these the more 
notorious kind has lately met with a severe check, not before 
it had nearly ruined the bookselling industry. The public, 
unfortunately, has gradually learned to look upon the pub- 
lished price of a book as purely fictitious, ' so that at the 
present time the only hope of crushing unreasonable dis- 
counts to the public lies in the increase of net books. Now, 
it is important to note that within the last few months the 
position of the net book has materially altered for the better. 
We unhesitatingly give our votes and our confidences to 
those who vote for the supreiAacy of the net book. In our 
opinion, a fair price for a book should be fixed by the 
publisher, and this price should be maintained: the book 
should not be sold at one price in one street and at an- 
other in the next. As for the willingness of the public to 
pay the full price for a book, that has been proved times 
without number. To speak by instances, what justification 
is there for the practice of selling a periodical publication at 
sixpence if it appears once a week, but at fourpence-halfpenny 
if it appears once a month ? The answer that is given shows 
simply that tricks have been played with books (for a maga- 
zine is regarded as a book) which would never be tolerated 
in the matter of newspapers. If the public really desired 
these preposterous discounts, they would surely demand them for 
the less rather than for the more ephemeral among publications ; 
but the fact is, these discounts are not desired by the public, 
but have been forced upon us by baneful and ruinous methods 
of underselling. The public pays sixpence gladly enough for 
The Spectator: no discount is rendered; none is asked. 
Given an equivalent for a higher sum, it will gladly pay that 
also. So that, without desiring to see the renewal of the old 
system of three-volume books at the excessive price of thirty- 
one shillings and sixpence, we may well desire a rather higher 
price to be fixed for the benefit of all concerned. But even 
as matters stand at present, let us give our support to the 
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book sold at its published price everywhere, for this step 
gained, we shall advance quickly in other directions. 

To authors the present conditions of criticism are of great 
importance. Gradually, and with some pain, the idea that a 
good review in an important journal makes a . 

book has expired. Yet the press undoubtedly ®^®^** 
has a large share in the making or marring of books, and 
when a joyful chorus arises, happy is the fate of the man 
who has earned, or has not earned, the praise. Isolated 
expressions of delight elevate the hopes of many, especially 
when they proceed from a voice supposed to be of authority. 
These hopes are vain; vainer than ever now, because the 
praise which does make books succeed and sell is not the 
praise of authority, but the enthusiasm that a pretty piece of 
gossip creates, making a book the talk of the town. Such 
success spreads by means of the personal journalism now 
prevalent, and, the dignity of literature is all too frequently 
lost in the desire to profit by a lucky chance : and any craze 
passes quickly enough. To counteract this, there is no 
authority that can pronounce faithful judgment on the merits 
or demerits of a book. The history of criticism shows that 
there never was a time of judgment completely faithful, but 
periods there have been when chaos was not so complete as 
it is to-day. Where works of instruction are concerned, we 
may safely say that in spite of discrepancies of opinion, a book 
will be fairly estimated, and the differences expressed will 
not interfere with the survival of the fittest. With works of 
imagination, the case is not the same. Whilst the fittest must 
eventually survive, the encouragements to bring work fitter 
still to survive are not sufficient : for authors cannot count on 
fair treatment from a public unwilling to take its intellectual 
capacity seriously, and the critics play into the hands of the 
multitude. Thankful we may be for the increasing attention 
bestowed on books by the press all over the country, but 
ours must be a thankfulness discounted by fear, lest the 
methods general among press critics be reflected in the efforts 
of those who write, from sheer despair of making any impres- 
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sion by care in labour, or by nobility in treatment. Criticism 
is now often accused of being too tender, but we do not 
believe that more severity is required. Rather must we 
desiderate criticism even more widely spread, and yet more 
dignified and more selective, which shall at the same time 
look outward to the high classical traditions of English 
literature rather than inward to immediate conditions of 
modern life : for so the reviewer will fulfil his proper function, 
which is, not to be a channel of mere tittle-tattle concerning 
authors, or a receiver and transmitter of the latest riddle and 
its answer, but a recorder of old truths for a new generation, 
an encouraging as well as a restraining influence. 

Memorials increase. By some it is said, that a writer's 

fame is best preserved in his books, but we have to deal with 

the multitude, which is not only impressed, but 

emo 8. .g ^g^ informed, by the erection of a noble monu- 
ment. Too frequently, perhaps, are the achievements of mili- 
tary and civic worthies commemorated : we, at least, would 
not see such records lessened in number, lest haply many 
should be neglected. So it is that we would see the light 
of all good work in letters perpetuated. And among others, 
it is gratifying to know that Richard Doddridge Blackmore 
will not be forgotten. Already a movement is on foot, in his 
own county of Devon, to erect a memorial which shall help 
men of later generations the more easily to recall those ser- 
vices which he rendered to our own. Very properly, this 
memorial will not be raised by men of letters, nor will the 
labour of securing the necessary funds be left to them, though 
they will gladly lend aid. Others, representative of the West, 
will make this movement successful. Here we are anxious 
simply to commend the appeal made elsewhere in this volume 
by a distinguished novelist : knowing well that few who have 
at heart the honour of English literature will be likely to resist 
the honour of bearing present witness to those pleasures of 
the mind which have been made common to all men by the 
author of Lorna Doone. 
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AGREEMENTS 

By CHARLES WEEKES 

Differences between authors and publishers arise, for the 
most part, out of their " agreements." The author is a writer 
— novelist, poet, philosopher, what not — with his eye in the 
first instance on his subject, his style, and himself; thereafter 
usually with little time, and perhaps less inclination, for exact 
and exclusively business concerns. The publisher, on the other 
hand, is a business man first of all — usually nothing more, as 
we hear — with his eye chiefly on his market, and how to buy 
and sell for it. At least, misunderstandings not infrequently 
arise. The author is disappointed if his book does not sell ; 
often takes the matter personally, and blames the publisher. 
The publisher is perhaps an even more disappointed man, since 
he has so few consolations outside the market-place; often 
blames the author, but, for the most part, in the spirit of busi- 
ness, takes it calmly as all in the day's work, deciding to avoid 
this author in future ; — and so forth. It is, however, in regard 
to books that do sell that the worst misunderstandings some- 
times arise, when the publisher yery naturally refers the author 
to the terms of his agreement, and the author refers to his 
inner consciousness, and wonders why he ever signed it. 

A few words, therefore, on the subject may assist the 
author to look after his interests; but before dealing par- 
ticularly with agreements themselves, a few general sugges- 
tions may be made for the benefit of an author with a 
manuscript — say, his first — ready to sell. For instance, to 
approach, in the first place, respectable and well-established 
firms only; to consider well, and understand clearly, the 
intention of an agreement submitted to him as that appears 
from the facts set forth in it ; to act on the supposition that 
his book is going to sell, and to determine to get as much as 
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possible out of it, and to give as little as he can ; lastly, to 
sign the agreement, and afterwards to take his luck cheerfully. 

Agreements in general, however differently constructed — 
and every publisher constructs them differently — and in regard 
to subjects however dissimilar, have many family resemblances 
to each other besides the main fact of their origin common to 
all, namely, that the author has something to sell which 
the publisher agrees to sell for him or buy from him. The 
author owns the copyright of his unpublished work in manu- 
script by virtue of his being the author of it : it is his pro- 
perty, and no one else has any right whatever in it until the 
author gives it to him. By virtue of this right, which is called 
the author's ** common law " right, the author can restrain any 
one from publishing his work without his consent. This, how- 
ever, is not copyright ; and once the author publishes his work, 
all the world would be free to copy it but for the Copyright 
Act of 1842, which gives the author of a published book 
copyright in it on his registering it at Stationers' Hall. This 
is the author's statutory right. Publishers' agreements are 
constructed with reference to the terms of this Act. How- 
ever different, therefore, the subject matter of agreements in 
general, they have all a near family resemblance, and a few 
facts about any one or more of the common forms of agree- 
ment may serve to indicate the style of forms of agreements 
in general. 

Fiction being the most saleable literary article, and the 
number of novels published annually exceeding the next 
most popular forms of literature by about three to one, 
and exceeding most other separate classes of books by 
about ten to one, agreements in respect of novels and 
books of short stories are therefore the most common, and 
these agreements are most commonly agreements on royalty. 

Royalty Agreements 

begin, like agreements for all self-respecting books — books, 
that is, issued at the publisher's risk — with a preamble 
reciting the names of the parties to it. This is the usual 
form ; — 
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Memorandum of Agreement made this day of 

, igoi^ between [author's name, address, 
and standing], hereinafter referred to as the Author^ 
of the one part, and [publisher's name and address], 
hereinafter referred to as the Publisher, of the other 
part, whereby it is mutually agreed between the parties 
hereto for themselves and their respective executors, ad- 
ministrators, and assigns or successors, as follows : — 

In these days, when everything is criticised, exception is 
sometimes taken to the words "executors, administrators, 
and assigns or successors" on the ground that an author 
so contracting has no guarantee in the event of any of these 
parties, more especially a mere "successor," coming to be 
his publisher, of that fair treatment on the strength of his 
expectation of which he placed the book in the hands of the 
original firm. Life, however, being founded for the most 
part on probabilities, this seems unfair. It ought to be pre- 
sumed that a publisher who conducts a respectable and 
honourable business will, when he retires from it, probably 
do so, however suddenly, respectably and honourably; and 
he ought not to be deprived of the right, which he himself 
allows the author, of assigning his interest in a work if neces- 
sary. Deprived of that right, he would be justified in making 
the hardest bargain possible for a mere life-interest in the 
property. 

Clause I sets forth that — 

The publisher shall, at his own risk and expense, and with 
due diligence, produce and publish the work entitled 
[name of book], by [name of author], and use his 
best endeavours to sell the same. 

Part of this undertaking would seem superfluous on the 
part of the publisher. He does not produce the book wholly 
at his own " risk," though he does at his own expense, for the 
next clause sets forth that the publisher shall not be held re- 
sponsible for breaches of copyright and libellous or scandal- 
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ous matter, and there would not seem to be any reason for 
his accepting this " risk '' in one clause only to reject it in 
another. But "risk" may be construed to mean not only 
the actual " cost of production," but all subsequent financial 
risk arising out of the publication. On the other hand, there 
seems to be no reason why he should undertake, or indeed 
not undertake, to produce the book "with due diligence" 
and "use his best endeavoprs" to sell it, since, accepting 
the expense of its production, it is to his own interest to 
do all he ckn for it. 

A date before which the book shall be published is some- 
times inserted here by authors ; but in that case a date before 
which the manuscript shall be delivered to the pubUsher may 
be insisted upon by him, and it is to his interest to publish 
at what is, in his opinion, the best time. An author may ask 
for a clause to be inserted here specifying a particular format 
for the work ; but he may expect his royalty to be modified 
in accordance. 

Clause 2. — The author guarantees that the work does not in- 
fringe any existing copyright^ is not libellous nor scanda- 
lous; and he indemnifies the publisher from all hss^ 
costSy and damages for actual or alleged infringement of 
copyright^ libel, or otherwise, in consequence or arising 
otU of the work. 

The author properly gives this guarantee, since it is his 
business to know what he is writing about, and not the 
publisher's. The word " alleged " is sometimes the cause of 
controversy, but every statement must be alleged before it is 
proved; and it may be taken that there will be fairly good 
ground for an action before one is taken. If the author is 
prepared to take the risk for libel he cannot go very far wrong 
in taking the risk for " alleged libel." As to the publisher's 
foolishly incurring excessive costs in an action, publishers* 
lawyers are usually as discreet, trustworthy, and costly as the 
lawyers of any other person, and the publisher may usually 
be entrusted with the discretionary power. 
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Clause 3. — The publisher shall, during the legal term of copy- 
right, Jiave the exclusive right of producing and publishing 
the work in the English language throughout the world; 
and shall have the entire control of the publication and 
sale of the book, and the author shall not, during the 
continuance of this agreement (without the consent of 
the publisher), publish any abridgment, translation, or 
dramatised version of the work. 

This is one of the most important clauses of the agreement. 
The author should ask himself whether he wishes or does not 
wish the publisher to have the exclusive right to the publica- 
tion throughout the " world " : can he do better for himself, 
by means of his agents, in certain parts of it, than the pub- 
lisher can do for him there ? 

For the purposes of books the " world " may be said to be 
divided into — 

The United Kingdom. 

The United States. 

The British Dominions (Colonies, Dependencies). 

The Continent (including " Tauchnitz "). 

If he find that he cannot, he had better give the publisher 
control over the " world," pointing out to him what he is 
giving, and asking him for a clause providing him with a 
royalty on sales in each of these divisions of it. If he find 
that he can, then he should reserve to himself the right of 
publishing his book in or selling it to such one or more of 
the places for which he wishes to make his own arrangements. 

" The publisher shall have entire control of the publication." 
That he should have, within his own sphere, this right seems 
(with the reservations mentioned hereafter) reasonable enough, 
since this is the publisher's business, and since there are 
possibly many vexatious authors who would require fuller 
explanation of that business than it would be worth a pub- 
lisher's while to give. Most publishers, however, are glad to 
receive hints from business-like authors about their business, 
and even to discuss that business with them. But there is 
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int which an author may not unreasonably ask to have

For, though 
they come into operation these rights are usually profit- 
he publisher is not usually the first to discover their 
possibilities. 
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Clause 4. — The publisher agrees to pay the author the folhw- 
ing royalties : — 

Here follow, in due order, under different heads, the royalties 
which the publisher proposes to pay. 

(a) A royalty of[ ] per cent, of the published price of all 

copies of the British edition sold [or sold after so many 
copies have been sold]. 

(b) A royalty of [ ] per cent, on the British published 

price of all copies sold of the American edition if the 
book be copyrighted in America, If the book be not copy- 
righted in America^ a royalty of[ ] per cent, of the 
British published price of all copies sold to that country, 

(c), (d), etc., provide for Colonial and European sales, and 
for separate editions (cheaper or dearer), and abridgments; 
for the sales of plates, etc., of the book, or any other part of 
it; and for indirect profits arising out of it otherwise, in 
actions for breaches of copyright, etc. Copies of books ex- 
ported to the United States and the Colonies bring the 
publisher from about one-third to one-sixth of their home net 
price. But, under these heads, the reader will have seen how 
necessary is a statement of the published price of the British 
edition upon which these royalties are calculated. An author 
may therefore insist, if the published price of the book cannot 
be immediately determined, on a statement that this price 
shall at least not be lower than a certain figure. Where copies 
or sheets of the actual book itself are exported, payment 
should be by way of royalty on the English published price. 
This obliges the publisher to " back " his opinion of the book 
in the first instance. Payments (except in cases where a part 
of the book only is sold) by way of a percentage on " net 
receipts" leaves rather too much subsequent discretionary 
power in the publisher's hands. An increasing royalty may 
be stipulated for after a certain number of copies have been 
sold; and an advance on account of royalties may be bar- 
gained for. 

Clause 5. — Accounts shall be made up annually [or half 
yearly] as on the [ ] and shall be settled on or

before the [ ] next following. In taking the 

accounts thirteen copies shall be reckoned as twelve [or 
twenty 'five as twenty-four"]. Copies supplied for review 
and presentation shall not be subject to royalty. Author's 
corrections exceeding [ ] per cent, of the cost of com- 
position shall be at the author's expense and deducted 
from the royalties payable to hint. The author shall be 
entitled to [ ] gratuitous copies of the worky and to 
purchase as many as he desires at trade terms, 

A publisher naturally bargains for a yearly account, as it 
means less trouble to him. Accurate returns of sales for 
the making up of accounts cannot in most cases well be 
obtained, nor the accounts well furnished, within three months 
from the date as upon which they are made up. The allow- 
ance for author's corrections is usually the liberal one of 
twenty-five per cent, of the cost of composition. Some pub- 
lishers limit it to so much per sheet of thirty-two pages, ranging 
from 7s. 6d. to 20s. Authors often put a lot of money quite 
needlessly into printers' hands by not learning, especially in 
the case of technical books, how to correct proofs with the 
least possible amount of "overrunning," or pushing matter 
forward or backward 

Clause 6. — The author agrees to revise the first and, if 
necessary^ every subsequent edition of the work, supplying 
any new matter that may be needful. In the event of 
the author neglecting to revise an edition, or being unable 
to do so by reason of death or otherwise, the cost of such 
revision shall be deducted from the royalties payable \to 
him or his representatives. 

This needs no comment. 

Clause 7. — If the publisher shall decide at any time that 
the sale of the book has ceased, he shall be entitled, after 
[ ] months notice to the author, to sell the book as a 
remainder, paying the author [ ] per cent, of the net 
proceeds in lieu of royalties; and if the book should run 
out of print, and the publisher neglect, after [ ] months 
notice from the author, to publish a new edition of the 
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work, then, and in either of such cases, this agreement 
shall terminate, and the right to print and publish the 
work shall revert again to the author. On taking over 
the right again the author shall purchase from the pub~ 
Usher any moulds, plates, or engravings specially made 
for the work at [ ] their cost of production, or, if he 
decline to do so, the publisher may after [ ] months* 
notice sell the same and pay the author [ ] per cent, 
of the net proceeds. 

When a book arrives at the unhappy state of " remaining " 
on the publisher's shelves, and, as the saying goes, eating its 
head off there, the publisher not infrequently finds the author 
at one with him in his desire to get rid of it immediately. It 
is then sold, either as a " remainder " at a price per copy, if 
any jobber can be found to buy it ; or, if not, it is sold by 
dead weight to the waste-paper merchant. The provision of 
terms of settlement for such a contingency form part, though 
not a very considerable one, of the publisher's risk : he may 
find himself with a "remainder" which has not paid, nor gone 
any way towards paying, the mere cost of its production ; and 
he may, on the other hand, find it necessary in the end to 
" remainder " a book which has had quite a successful run. 
Having staked his opinion however on the book at the begin- 
ning, he must face the last chances also. But as, at this igno- 
minious stage in the life of a book, it has ceased to have very 
much relation to the original dignity of its published price, 
the terms of settlement for its sale at this stage will rightly 
cease to have much relation to that published price, and will 
therefore not be by way of royalty on that price, but will be a 
proportion of the net proceeds realised by its sale, either as a 
" remainder " or as waste paper. The word " net " may pass 
at this stage, since it only refers to this final transaction, and 
the book cannot be strictly said to realise a sum until the 
expenses connected with its doing so (carriage, auction, etc.), 
if any, have been deducted. But at this stage, if the author, 
on his part, has fairly given over being very sanguine about 
the book, the publisher confesses, by his own act, that he has 
no more belief in it at all, and he should rightly be made to 
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forfeit any possible future claim upon it> The copyright there- 
fore, or rather, the right to republish it, reverts to the author. 
But when the author takes up this right again he confesses by 
his act to some lingering belief in the book, and he should be 
ready to back that belief by taking over at a price any moulds, 
plates, or engravings, specially made for the book, since, un- 
like the book itself, these rarely have a present realisable value, 
but derive what value they may be conceived to possess for 
the most part from the author's present belief in a possible 
future for the book. If he yield up this belief too, then the 
publisher may sell these for him also, paying him a propor- 
tion of the net proceeds. 

Lastly, the publisher usually inserts a clause claiming that 
the word " publisher," as used in the agreement, shall cover 
any future title or "style" {i.e, description) which the firm 
may adopt ; the author's agent, if any, inserts a clause pro- 
tecting himself; and this form of agreement is otherwise 
subject to all sorts of modifications, according to the subject- 
matter dealt with and the rights given or retained. 

As Witness the hands of the parties. 

This agreement requires no other witness ; and the account 
furnished to an author on it should set out (i) the number 
of copies printed; (2) the number of copies used for review 
and presentation ; (3) the number of copies, etc., sold, and 
the amount payable therefrom ; and (4) the number of copies 
on hand at the date as upon which the account is made up. 
As the author takes no part in the expense of publication, 
he cannot insist, and has little interest in insisting, on any 
further details. 

Sharing Profits 

The next most common form of agreement, entered into 
for any class of book, is that by whiclj the author and pub- 
lisher agree to share, in certain proportions, the profits arising 
out of a book, the publisher publishing either wholly at his own 
expense or getting the author to share that expense with him. 
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The preamble stands as in a royalty agreement (see p. 29), 
and the comments upon it hold good. 

If the publisher is publishing at his own expense, Clause i 
also stands, but if the author is sharing the expense with him. 
Clause I should state the proportion of that expense for which 
the author makes himself liable, the publisher having first 
submitted to the author an estimate of the total cost of pro- 
duction; the actual share taken by the respective parties 
being of course a matter of agreement. The author's share of 
the expense may be paid either when the book is put in hand, 
at, or a short time after, publication ; and it is duly allowed 
for in the account rendered; but definite statements under 
each of these heads must appear in the agreement. 

Clauses 2 and 3, so far as they are applicable, and the 
comments upon them, also stand. 

Clause 4. — The net profits arising from the sale of the work^ 
after deduction of all costs of production and publication 
of every kind, including the cost of advertising^ trade 
discounts^ and an allowance on every account delivered 
of[ ] per cent, of the net sales for office expenses 

shall, during the continuance of the copyright , be divided 
into [ ] parts, of which [ ] part shall be 

paid to the author, and the remainder shall belong to 
and be retained by the publisher. 

If the author is sharing the expense with the publisher, the 
vexed question of " cost of production " will not now arise 
for him, because he will have previously seen and presumably 
approved of the publisher's estimate for the work. If the 
publisher is taking the sole financial risk (and in any case), 
the detailed account furnished by the publisher will show the 
cost of production. Some of the best houses submit vouchers 
in detail. Discounts for cash payments allowed or received 
are debited or credited to the work. If the publisher should 
happen to be the proprietor of a magazine, the author and 
publisher might agree upon the price at which advertisements 
appearing in that magazine shall be charged, and the number 
and extent of them, so that the author's book may not be 
unduly used for its support. 
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It is at this point that the value of the advice given to 
authors, to deal, where possible, with respectable firms only, 
becomes more evident. Most authors know that the cost of 
production consists of the expenses for composition, author's 
corrections, press work, paper, binding, illustration, advertis- 
ing, prospectuses, cataloguing, warehousing, and general office 
expenses ; and that the amount an author reckons on receiv- 
ing by the sale of the book will be reduced by the sale of 
it at trade terms, sale at reduced rates to America, the 
Colonies, and elsewhere ; agents' and wholesale booksellers* 
extra discounts on it ; and copies given away for review and 
presentation ; but few authors can be expected to have any 
accurate knowledge of matters which the publisher himself, 
who has accurate knowledge, must go carefully into, item by 
item, before he can arrive at even an approximate first-hand 
estimate of the cost and probable chances of a book. 
Authors, then, publishing on the division of profits system, 
are obliged to place themselves to a great extent in the hands 
of the publisher, and the one precaution they are in a posi- 
tion to take is to go to one with a name for honesty as well 
as discretion. 

The clauses as to the furnishing of accounts, revision of 
subsequent editions, remainders, and the other clauses, so far 
as they are relevant, stand as in a royalty agreement, the words 
" author's profits " being substituted for " royalties " wherever 
necessary. 

The Author Commissioned 

The third form of agreement we propose to touch upon is a 
very simple one — that in which the publisher commissions an 
author to write a book for him ; takes the whole risk of its 
publication ; and pays him out with a lump sum for the copy- 
right. 

The preamble stands as before. 

Clause I sets out that the author shall write for the publisher 
a book on the subject of [here full particulars of the 
subject and generally the kind of book required, and 
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probably already fully agreed upon in the corre- 
spondence, are given] running to not less than [ ] 
thousand words, and the author shall deliver the com^ 
plete manuscript [and whatever else in connection 
he bargains to deliver] to the publisher on or before 
[ ] next, [as the case jnay be]. This is 

of the essence of the contract. 

Time is naturally of great importance to the publisher in a 
contract of this kind, and the author's attention is particu- 
larly directed to the point. The author, on his part, may 
stipulate that his book shall be published within a given time 
and in a particular format only. 

The publisher publishes at his own risk and expense, as he 
wants what he asks for and knows what he asks for, so the 
clause that he takes the financial risk does not appear. 

Clause 2, as to infringements of other copyrights, etc., 
stands. 

Clause 3. — The copyright of the book shall vest in the 
publisher at publication. 

The author assigns the copyright and the publisher be- 
. comes the proprietor of it. 

Clause 4. — The publisher shall pay the author [the amount 
to be paid or a proportion of it] on delivery of the 
complete manuscript [or a proportion of it]. The 
author shall not write nor publish any similar book on 
the same subject. 

The last undertaking is usually a stumbling-block, and is 
not often given in its naked form, since an author so com- 
missioned is frequently a specialist on the particular subject 
and cannot afford to muzzle himself in this manner for forty- two 
years. If he agree, however, to do so, the undertaking that he 
shall not even " write " such a book is fair, since he might 
easily publish it under an assumed name. But the vague words 
''similar book" point to the secret of the matter, which is 
that the author and publisher usually agree between them- 
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selves that no other book shall be written by the author of 
such a kind as would constitute a breach of the copyright 
which the publisher is now purchasing from the author, nor 
a book on the same subject of about the same size, or having 
such other points of similarity for trade purposes as would 
make them dangerous rivals to each other ; and this is usually 
specified in detail in the agreement. 

The author may or may not agree, for a consideration, to 
revise future editions of the book as well as the first ; and he 
may or may not make himself liable for any part of the 
expense for author's corrections. Usually he does not. 

This form of agreement is also used where the author agrees 
to write a book for the publisher, and to give him the use of 
it for a certain number of years only, in consideration of a 
lump sum, the copyright reverting to the author. 



The Publisher Commissioned 

The last "form of agreement" to be mentioned can 
scarcely be dignified by that name, since it sets forth, as 
shortly as may be, the mere terms upon which a publisher 
will undertake to publish for an author at the author's own 
expense, a book which no publisher can be found to publish 
at his. Publishers are of course human, and they have been 
known to reject good work which, published at the author's 
expense, subsequently turned out a success ; but these cases 
are comparatively few and far between, and with the increase 
of the number of publishers they tend to become rarer. So 
that, now-a-days, a book published on commission is usually 
the work of some disinterested individual wishing to put forth 
particular opinions of no general interest, or a particular form 
of publication; or else it is, either in addition to these or 
solely, the work of incompetence and of people wishing to 
see themselves in print at any price, the last class being the 
most numerous. They set the usual form of terms, from 
which the publisher may or may not depart as he chooses. 

The terms for such business are usually stated by the 
publisher in the following manner and order, after the estimate 
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has been approved by the author, and the preUminaries, as to 
the time or times when the author shall make his payments, 
are settled : — 

The publisher shall charge a commission of\^ ] per cent, 
of the cost of production, and a commission of[ ] 
per cent, of the net sales of the book. 

The publisher shall account at trade terms for copies sold. 
Copies sold for export^ or at rates below the usual trade 
terms, as remainders or othertinse, shall be accounted for 
at such lower prices. 

No other name but that of [^ ] shall 

appear on the title-page as publisher of the work, which 
is to be sold only through his agency. A proof of the 
title-page shall be submitted to and approved by the 
publisher before printing off. 

The publisher will, if desired, act as advertising agent for 
the author, charging a commission of[ ] per cent, on 
the actual amount expended. 

The entire management* of the publication and sale of the 
work shall be in the hands of the publisher. 

Accounts shall be made up annually at the usual time, and 
rendered within [ ] months after the date of making 
up, and the balance due paid on[ ]. 

The publisher does not undertake to send out books on sale 
or return. 

The publisher shall not be responsible for loss or damage by 
fire or in transit. 

The publisher shall deliver the five copies required by 
Act of Parliament for the British Museum and public 
libraries. 

The author guarantees to the publisher that the said work 
is in no way whatever a violation of any existing copy- 
right, and that it contains nothing of a libellous or 
scandalous character, and he will indemnify the publisher 
from all proceedings, damages, and costs which may be 
taken, or incurred by or against him on the ground that 
the work is an infringement of copyright, or contains 
anything libellous or scandalous. 
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When the publisher considers that the demand for the 
work has ceased^ the unsold stock may be returned to the 
author or disposed of at the publishef^s discretion^ after 
due notice of such intention has been given to the author 
or his representatives. 

If the production of the book has been carried out 
privately by the author himself, and its publication only is 
placed in the publisher's hands, a preliminary fee, propor- 
tionate to the cost of production, paid in advance, is usually 
substituted for the publisher's commission on the cost of 
production. 

The above particulars concerning agreements which imply, 
as a general rule, that the book to be published is of no 
great importance, and that the publisher is not particularly 
anxious to have it, are not of course exhaustive. But it 
would not be* fair to encourage the writer who engages in 
this sort of work. There are those who mislead the inex- 
perienced and the unprofessional by elevating the commission 
agreement into a position of dignity. Perhaps it would be a 
pity if it were made impossible for an author to take the 
risks involved in the publication of his work. The question 
is an open one. But here we have no hesitation in saying 
that, in the highways of literature in the present day, and 
publishers' readers being mostly men of some literary distinc- 
tion, every author of ordinary capacity should be able to 
find his opportunity without having recourse to a method 
which has fallen into disrepute. We can wish such a one 
nothing better than to be accepted by a publisher of repute. 
We can imagine nothing worse for the best interests, alike 
of work and workers, than the indefinite increase of books 
" published on commission." 
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THE AUTHORS' PENSION 
FUND 

By ANTHONY HOPE HAWKINS 

The year 1900 has witnessed a new birth which should be 
of interest to all who are interested in literature, and should 
therefore properly be recorded in this place. The infant is 
at present a small one, but there is every hope of such care 
and nurture being forthcoming as will secure a healthy and 
vigorous growth in the next few years. The Pension Fund 
of the Incorporated Society of Authors has been established 
with a view to providing what may appropriately be called 
Good Service Pensions for authors. It is notorious that 
much of the best literary work commands small pecuniary 
return; some are pessimistic enough to hold that in the 
nature of the case the best work must always be the 
worst paid. Even where a writer has his day of popularity, 
it is often a brief one, and no reasonable thrift enables him 
during that short period to place himself beyond want for 
the rest of his life. Lastly, there are the recurring cases of 
unexpected distress, due to disablement or illness, some- 
times to circumstances that could not be foreseen or guarded 
against, sometimes to the misfortunes or the dishonesty of 
others. Hence there is always a certain number of writers who, 
as years go on, find themselves in a position sadly unworthy 
of the work they have done, and appealing in a singular 
degree to the sympathy of their brother-authors. It is to 
these comrades of theirs that the Pension Fund appeals. 
Assistance from outside is not asked, though aid voluntarily 
proffered is gladly taken. The fund is, in the main, one 
supported by authors for the benefit of authors. 

This is one mark that distinguishes the new institution 
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from the other sources of help open to writers, and from 
other institutions which it seeks to supplement, not to 
compete with or displace. Another — and one on which the 
founders have laid much stress — ^is indicated in the phrase 
which I have already used — Good Service Pensions. Against 
mere poverty or mere destitution the Committee of adminis- 
tration must steel their hearts. In the regulating deed they 
are directed to "consider not only the necessities of the 
applicant, but also the merit of his work." The idea of reward 
— of a testimony of appreciation from brother-writers as ex- 
pressed through the judgment of a representative Committee — 
is to be no less prominent than the idea of brotherly kindness. 
Hence, though the applications are to be confidential, and 
failure to secure a pension will remain a secret, the awards 
are to be public and the recipient is asked to feel pride, not 
embarrassment or shame, in being selected as one whom his 
comrades take pleasure in honouring as well as in helping. 
The self-respect o^ the recipient is not injured ; the worthi- 
ness of the object towards which the donors contribute is 
secured. There is another consequence which must not be 
overlooked. To attempt to assist all those who have tried 
to make money by writing and failed in the task would be 
a very big job— too big for a fund itself depending on the 
liberality of a profession which is not, as a whole, rich. But 
when merit is made an essential qualification, the field is 
immensely narrowed, and the task reduced to manageable 
limits. The incompetents are ruled out ; there remain those 
who have succeeded as writers though they have failed 
as money-makers, who have done good work but not 
received a full reward in a commercial sense. The occupa- 
tion of writing engages more people as time goes on, and 
no doubt the number of these cases will grow too. But 
dealing with things as they exist, it is probably a fairly 
correct estimate to say that there are perhaps ten or a dozen 
cases now in existence which would absolutely and fully 
satisfy the idea which has inspired the establishment of this 
fund. Far as we are now from being able to deal with ten 
or twelve cases, it is not over-sanguine to liope that in a 
few years' time we shall be able to meet half the need, and

we see no reason to despair of being able ultimately to cover 
all the ground. The justification of these hopes depends on 
the way the scheme is supported by men of letters ; given a 
respectable degree of success, the provisions of the regulating 
deed insure that the fund shall be built up, gradually but 
continuously, till it reaches a figure which, in the judgment 
of the Committee, is sufficient to meet all claims likely to be 
made upon it. 

One point remains. Applicants for pensions must be 
members of the Society of Authors, and (subject to certain 
transitory provisions applying to the first years of the existence 
of the fund), must have been members for ten years; and, 
"other matters being equal, long and continuous member- 
ship of the Society shall be considered a recommendation." 
These requirements — or rather the principle they embody — 
have met with some criticism. It would seem sufficient for 
the Society to reply that their first duty is towards those of 
their own household. They do not stop here. The view 
of their Committee has been that membership of the Society, 
while a wise step in an author's own interests, is more than 
a merely prudential proceeding. It is a recognition of the 
common interests of all writers, a service to brother-writers, 
a duty to the profession of literature. Such at least is the 
ideal which the Society should hold up and endeavour to do 
its own part towards realising. If this view be a sound 
one — and it may be sound, although it is as yet imperfectly 
realised — it appears to follow that the Society is justified 
in asking from those who are to receive at once its benefits 
and its compliments so much recognition of the principles 
of its existence and its work as is evidenced by membership 
for a reasonably long period. As far as can be judged 
now, the Society has good grounds for hoping that in the 
future membership will be so much a matter of course 
among working authors that the requirement will cease to 
operate as a disqualification to any considerable extent. 

The fund makes a start next year with the new century. 
The start is secured: how great the development shall be 
depends upon the goodwill and co-operation of the profession 
which it is intended to serve.

BLACKMORE 

A NOTE 

By EDEN PHILLPOTTS 

Never has an age been more apt than the present to take a 
man at his own valuation, though so to do is always to err. 
A striking example of this wrong judgment was manifested at 
the passing of Blackmore. His determination towards privacy 
and retirement left its mark. He was accepted at his personal 
estimate : as a humble and unimportant writer, and scarcely 
a ripple touched the sea of literature when he sank from it. 
So, doubtless, Blackmore would have willed; for this generation, 
wherein men of letters seek fame from the daily newspaper 
and learn of bagmen and Cheap Jacks how to push their wares, 
can claim little kinship with Blackmore. His rare and manly 
modesty scorned our modern methods of advertisement, and 
among the matters that most amazed his later time was the 
spectacle of his profession bending the knee to the journalist, 
and struggling with tradesmen and theatrical folk for those 
blessings and imaginary benefits conferred by the " interview " 
and the " friendly paragraph." The trumpet blare of a system 
fitly expressed by that one richly vulgar Americanism, " boom," 
was in Blackmore's esteem offensive beyond power of words 
to describe. He rightly held that the very soul of a man 
must suffer in this disgusting struggle for notice. 

And so it came about that the press, either respecting 
or resenting his consistent attitude in life, suffered him to 
go down into the grave unmarked.

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Biography he would have none, but that is not a reason 
why no memorial other than his works should be created for 
him j and certain it is that the hosts who have won joy from 
Blackmore will not be backward to record their gratitude when 
an opportunity is offered of doing so. 

The late Mr. Black has now a lighthouse to keep his 
memory bright; it is not meet that a greater should be 
forgotten. 

As summed in his books and reflected in his sequestered 
life, the message of Blackmore can be easily gleaned. He 
taught, as the artist must, without intention, and his lesson 
was merely how a man may be modest and self-reliant. Of 
late, no demand has existed for these virtues; and conse- 
quently during the last few years of his career Blackmore 
enjoyed complete seclusion and peace. His inner life and 
his home were sacred in his opinion, and that antiquated idea 
he chose to maintain against all comers. So the unthinking 
supposed that he had retreated from the van of the fight; 
whereas, in reality, he stood there to the end, watching the 
progress of his beloved art with critical eyes — stood there 
beside the two great novelists still left to us. In subtlety the 
others exceed him ; in the quality of a sea-deep, sane humour 
and tolerance of humanity, he stands far above either. 

The old, spacious treatment of fiction — the long story that 
demands time for the telling, and winds like a noble, natural 
valley amid high hills and under various skies — will presently 
vanish. For those who are heard seldom paint upon big 
canvases to-day. But Blackmore belongs to the voluminous 
men in this respect, and, without pretending to any special 
admiration for bulk, yet in a generation of mediocrity, where 
the writers who count at all are so often engaged upon mosaic 
and miniature painting, one loves these spacious stories full 
of clean air, broad light and shade, and honest laughter from 
the lungs. 

Blackmore was an artist first and last. Unconsciously — 
because conviction lay at the root of his philosophy and 
dominated him at his tree-pruning, trout-fishing, and story- 
telling — he taught faith, courage, honesty, and clean living. 
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His heroes were men of no finical complexity; his heroines 
were women upon the noble, feminine, and gracious lines 
of Shakespeare's women. Clear-eyed, pure-spirited, and 
stately they move through their loves and sorrows. He set 
forth the beauty of healthy manhood and womanhood ; and 
he was thankful that the canker he had seen fasten upon 
literature and art — that passing glorification of decay, disease, 
and degeneracy — had already begun to dry up and heal 
before he died. 

It is the fashion to speak of Blackmore as the writer of 
"Loma Doone" rather than as an artist who produced a 
dozen great stories, and another dozen, amply sufficient for 
the passport of any novelist in the second rank. " Lorna 
Doone" indeed has the life-blood of the author, and John 
Ridd stands as near to him as ever character stood to its 
creator; but his work abounds in men as great and single- 
hearted ; while of humorous personages John Ridd is by no 
means fost. Perhaps Davy Llewellyn in " The Maid of Sker " 
enjoys pride of place from that standpoint, for the old sailor 
is Shakespearian in his surprises, in his breadth, boldness of 
outline, and glorious humour. 

Absolutely without fear, Blackmore answered to none but 
his own ideal, and no critic ever handled his work with such 
severity as he did himself. His humour kept him sound on 
all self-estimates; his modesty alone led him to rate him- 
self too low. His work will surely endure. " Lorna Doone," 
" The Maid of Sker," " Perlycross," " Springhaven," " Mary 
Anerley," " Alice Lorraine," " Christowell," and other stories 
— ^because they give a just picture of our national life and 
character at various great periods in history — will take their 
proper rank with the enduring fiction of the nineteenth 
century ; and it may well be that, weary of the " short long 
story," or the " long short story," or whatever the par- 
ticular production in question is called, with its straining 
and its fever, its neurotics, its "problems," and its frantic 
pursuit of the phrase, that scanty party of the elect among 
novel-readers, which requires to be taken seriously in each 
generation, will turn again to Blackmore aixd find in his 
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broad sweep, like the roll of an ocean wave, his manliness, 
his laughter, his detestation of what is mean, and small, and 
dirty, a sort of tonic they may come to cry for in years not 
far distant. 

Full of the very sap and scent of country life are all his 
stories, and long before the advent of Richard Jeiferies, you 
shall find Blackmore noting the details of rural scenery 
through the procession of the seasons and setting them forth, 
as only an artist can, in their due relation to the mass of 
mountains, to the volume of rivers, to the life of men and 
women. Indeed, while to appreciate the greatest in Black- 
more one needs only to be a student of our common nature, 
there is another quality in which he stands absolutely alone ; 
and for understanding his achievement in this sort, a man 
must know the country and know it well. The love and 
appreciation of green growing things is a fruitful secret of his 
inspiration. His harvests of the years are painted in such 
mellow colours as only autumn knows, and his fruit pieces 
have not been equalled in the language. The welfare of fruit 
was near his heart. He laboured upon that theme, and the 
Royal Horticultural Society mourned his passing, for he did 
notable work through many years with that institution. The 
cherry, the strawberry, the peach, and the vine flourish in his 
words as no artist shall ever make them upon canvas, for 
Blackmore paints with dawns and twilights, with the varying 
warmth of the sun and the diamond dews born of starry 
nights. For him the garden filled no small part of life, and, 
out of sheer love, he studied all natural things from the seed 
and egg to their full accomplishment. Such love all may 
indeed share, but his inner knowledge and understanding 
only a lifetime of frank service can win, and only genius 
yield again in adequate literary form. But we are prone to 
be sceptical concerning high qualities in a writer if we lack 
the catholicity or knowledge to appreciate them, and these 
real triumphs are not understood by many urban critics who 
have discussed Blackmore. Mr. W. E. Henley^ for example, 
does not know whether " Lorna Doone " is a great book or 
not. So Hazlitt, had he appreciated the difference between 
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an oak and an ash, or ever picked a primrose, or trodden 
, a west country lane, could not have written the nonsense he 
wrote about Robert Herrick. 

None who ever succeeded as an author of fiction was so 
free from any shadow of vanity as Blackmore. He knew the 
volatile ingredients of popular success, and his knowledge 
made him more than common humble, for his modesty did 
not perceive that only to the transcendent ability of a Blackmore 
(as of a Dickens) is it allowed to be at once a great artist and 
a great favourite. The first authors of the world have all 
been popular; and those great writers who have not won 
wide acclaim belong to a lower order of genius. The fact; if 
fact it is, seems worthy of examination, for one is unwilling 
to build upon it any fabric which shall alter a right estima- 
tion of popularity. 

Again one ventures to hope that an adequate memorial of 
Richard Doddridge Blackmore may shortly be established. 
His memory meantime is safe enough, and his faith in good- 
ness shall long hearten us upon the road of life. He was of 
the pith and marrow of his native land — a great artist, a great 
Englishman.

THE BOOK SALES OF 1900 

By frank kinder 



The book sales of the year have been more important than 
might have been expected in the circumstances. Trustees 
and owners of libraries were naturally disinclined to incur the 
risk of a public auction while the attention of many potential 
buyers was concentrated on the South African war; hence 
several properties were held back for a more favourable 
moment. The wonder is, not that we find a slight decrease 
in general interest, but that the sales of the year do not show 
a more marked decline, both in the quality of the collections 
and the prices realised. By the autumn, that subtle but 
powerful factor, which we call commercial confidence, was 
to a large extent restored, and three sales held by Messrs. 
Sotheby during November and the early part of Decembei; 
contribute greatly to the importance of the year. The 
following table gives the totals of those collections which, 
during 1899 and 1900 respectively, brought sums of at least

Statistics are seldom trustworthy, or at least they can be 
manipulated to prove almost anything ; but the relative im- 
portance of the sales of 1900, as compared with those of 
1899, is indicated approximately by the aggregate sums 
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realised for the properties above specified. I take ^f 4000 
as a minimum in order to include the small but valuable 
collection of the late Henry Newnham Davis. At the head 
of the 1900 list stands the Inglis library, dispersed by Messrs. 
Sotheby in June. The late J. B. Inglis was well known to 
collectors and booksellers in the first half of the present 
century ; he was a contemporary of Dibdin, and a friend of 
Thomas Taylor the Platonist. As we shall see, this third 
portion of his fine library — the first was dispersed in 1826, 
the second in 187 1 — included many valuable early books, 
illustrative of the development of the printer's craft. The 
849 lots brought an average of nearly £g each. The 865 
lots belonging to the Right Hon. Lord Ashburton are note- 
worthy in the main by reason of the rare pieces of Americana, 
which realised unprecedentedly high sums. The late Henry 
Jones, " Cavendish," whose name appears fourth on the list, 
possessed some works on whist of interest to card-players, 
but the small number of his books which came under the 
hammer had practically no attraction for the bibliophile ; the 
total of nearly ;^6ooo was made up by various properties, 
among them a series of Kelmscott Press publications collected 
by Mr. Halliday SparHng, William Morris' son-in-law, who 
for some time acted as the secretary of the Press. By order 
of the Court, nearly a thousand lots of the late Sir Robert 
Peel's library came under Messrs. Robinson & Fisher's 
hammer on June 12-15. As several of the outstanding items 
consisted of scrap-books containing mezzotint portraits — four " 
such lots brought £72^ — they do not strictly come under 
the head of books. The highest average per lot of the year 
was obtained for a portion of the library of the late Henry 
Newnham Davis. There were 342 items in the catalogue, 
and these fetched a sum equal to alsout ;^i2, 3s. 6d. each — 
a sufficient testimony to the worth of the assemblage ; the 
highest amount, ;^27o, was paid for a Saec. XV. MS. French 
HorcB, on 162 U. of vellum, every page brilliantly illuminated 
with a whole or half border of floreate scroll work, the volume 
having eighteen painted miniatures. On April 9 a Horce of 
the same period, on 1 1 7 11. of vellum, beautifully decorated 
by a French artist, brought ;^49o, the record price of the 
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year. Apart from the seven sales specified in the table, 
allusion must be made to the following : the late Mr. A. W. 
Tuer's well-known collection of illustrated children's books 
and of horn-books of the 17th, i8th, and 19th centuries; 
the collection of English Classics, mainly i8th century, and 
of Broadsheets, Proclamations, Ballads, and other literary 
curiosities, brought together by the late Colonel Francis 
Grant; the in many respects good assemblage of the late 
Mr. R. T. Hamilton Bruce, dispersed by Messrs. Dowell of 
Edinburgh ; the stock of Messrs. H. S. Nichols, Limited ; and 
books from the collections of men as widely known as the late 
Duke of Argyll, the late Sir Monier Monier- Williams, the late 
Drs. Trail and Grosart, as well as volumes which belonged 
to Edmund Waller the poet, and plays, notebooks, &c., 
associated with the Drury Lane of Garrick. 

In a necessarily brief survey of the year's book sales a few 
tabulated statements of noteworthy items in various kinds are 
of use ; at a glance we see this or that item of which we are 
in search. At the same time there is one grave disadvan- 
tage : if the descriptions be kept within reasonable limits, be 
not allowed to take the form of a catalogue, the important 
question of defects has of necessity to be left almost out of 
account. Hence, as the condition of a book which has any 
worth at all is the most potent single factor in the price 
realised, the tables which I give must be taken for little more 
than a bare statement of fact. In order that collectors may 
without trouble refer to the catalogues, in which as a rule full 
particulars appear, the reference numbers are in all cases 
given within brackets. Again there is difficulty with regard 
to classification. The series of Broadsheets and of Proclama- 
tions included in the first table cannot, of course, be regarded 
as printed books; similarly, objection may be made to the 
inclusion of Horce^ &c., whose worth depends in large measure 
on the woodcuts. Yet such printed lots, all things considered, 
may better appear in our first than in any subsequent table. 
The following list particularises the thirty-five lots, other than 
sets of books, extensively illustrated and extra illustrated 
books, MS. Horce^ Psalters, valuable bindings, and the like, 
which have brought over ;^ioo. 
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First on the list of ;;£ioo books sold during 1899 (see 
p. 33 of the Literary Year-Book, 1900) is the first folio 
Shakespeare, valued at j£i'joo — a record price for one of 
the most interesting books in our own or any language. 
The best example of this book sold during 1900 (7), had the 
title-page, the leaf to the reader, the last leaf, and several 
other deficiencies supplied in facsimile, and it was sold 
not subject to return — that is to say, the buyer took all 
risk as to the discovery of further defects. This is one only 
of the many instances in which it is misleading to judge of 
market appreciations or depreciations by price alone, taking 
no heed of condition. There is little doubt that if the 
first folio Shakespeare, now in the library of a Glasgow 
collector, were again offered for sale it would realise as much 
as it did in 1899, if not more, and this despite what the late 
Mr. Bernard Quaritch, the under-bidder, wrote on the subject. 

Bibliophiles welcome the announcement that a facsimile 
reprint of the Duke of Devonshire's fine first folio, with notes 
on each known copy by Mr. Sidney Lee, is to be issued by 
the Clarendon Press. The Chatsworth example was bought 
for the then Duke at the Roxburghe sale, 1 81 2, for ;£ 100. 
It is associated with a historic incident, related by Dibdin. 
A friend, says Dibdin, was bidding for the Duke in the sale- 
room, 1790. "His Grace had retired to a distance to view 
the issue of the contest. Twenty guineas and more were 
offered from various quarters for the book : a slip of paper 
was handed to the Duke, in which he was requested to inform 
his friend whether he was * to go on bidding.' His Grace 
took his pencil and wrote underneath, by way of reply — 

* Lay on, Macduff; 
And d— d be he who first cries, " Hold enough ! " ' 

Such a spirit was irresistible, and bore down all opposition. His 
Grace retired triumphant, with the book under his arm." The 
price realised, thirty-four guineas, was regarded as extraordinary. 
;£4oo was undoubtedly a large sum for Daniel Denton's 
Brie/ Description of New York, formerly called New Nether- 
lands, with the places thereunto adjoyning (j). In general a 
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portion of the title-page, which is somewhat larger than 
the rest of the pamphlet, is shaved off in binding, but the 
Ashburton copy, unbound, was perfect in this and other 
respects. The pamphlet is particularly interesting inasmuch 
as it contains one of the earliest descriptions of New York 
printed in English. Sir Thomas Littleton's Tenures (2) in 
the Newnham Davis sale, is a perfect copy of the first of 
five books issued jointly by John Lettou and William de 
Machlinia, the City of London printers ; moreover, it is 
the only one of the series with a colophon. This colophon 
gives the names of the two printers, and states that the work 
was executed in the City of London, ^^Juxta ecclesiam 
omnium sanctorum" an address that cannot well be identi- 
fied, as several London churches were thus dedicated. It 
has been suggested that the copy sold was that which 
belonged to Stanesby Alchorne, Master of the Mint from 
1789 till his death, 187 lots from whose fine library realised 
jQi*l6<) early in the century. As is sufficiently indicated by 
the price compared with that of the imperfect Ashburnham 
copy, the Coverdale Bible (4) of 1535 had several defects — 
the Osterley Park example, which brought ;£6oo in 1885, 
is one of the best extant. The title, first two leaves of the 
dedication to Henry VIIL, and several other leaves were in 
facsimile, and this volume, from the library of Sir William 
Tite, was sold with all faults. Although I have put a 
note of interrogation after the name of the printers in the 
case of Richard RoUe de Hampole's Explanationes super 
lecHones beati Job (5), a 4to of 64 leaves, there is Httle doubt 
as to this book having been printed at Oxford by Theodore 
Rood of Cologne, and Thomas Hunt, an Englishman, estab- 
lished as a stationer in Oxford as early as 1473. ^^ ^^ 
Early Printed Books Mr. Gordon-Duff states that the only 
three known copies are in the Cambridge University Library, 
but this is a fourth. Some bibliographers attribute the 
volume to Lettou and Machlinia. Wynkin de Worde's 
Bartholomceus (10), translated into English by John de 
Trevisa, was printed at the «' prayer and desire " of Roger 
Thorney Mercer. It is among the finest examples of this 
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press, and possesses further interest inasmuch as it is 
supposed to be the first book printed on paper made in 
England. In the verses at the end these lines occur — 

" And John Tate the younger, joye mote he broke, 
Whiche late hathe in Englonde doo make this paper thynne 
That now in our englysshe this boke is prynted inne/' 

The Newnham Davis example lacked a blank leaf in a ; the 
title and the following leaf are inlaid, and in three or four 
places it is mended ; but on the whole it is an excellent copy, 
and the price realised is probably a record. The late Colonel 
Francis Grant's series of some 1550 Broadsheets (3), dating 
onward from about 1540^ and carrying us down to the 
eighteenth century, was arranged chronologically by the 
collector, and as a whole serves faithfully to mirror the varied 
events treated. The earliest example, printed about 1540, 
is an English Indulgence oflFering " to all them yt deuoutly 
say V paternosters, V Aves, and a crede before such a 
figure (there is a woodcut of Our Lord within a border 
displaying the insignia of the Passion) are graunted 3,275 
yeres of pardon." Not a few of the Broadsheets are ex- 
ceedingly scarce if not actually unique. Of almost equal 
interest, although dissimilar in kind, is the collection of 
Proclamations, Declarations, &c. (11), arranged chrono- 
logically from the time of Henry VIII. to the year 1770. 
The black letter Chronicle of England (13), is without place of 
printing, date, or name. It was printed by Mabhlinia after 
John Lettou had separated from him, and is the most 
important as to size of the twenty-two works thus issued, 
only four of which contain his name, and not one a date. 
In the British Museum copy of this folio, two of the leaves, 
curiously enough, are printed on 4to. In the Rylands 
Library, Manchester, is the single perfect example known; 
*^hat in the Inglis collection, with 4 11. in facsimile, was 
old with all faults. Pynson's Sarum Breviary (14) of 1507, 
1 vellum, was printed, the colophon states, by order, and at 
e expense of the mother of Henry VII. The colophon 
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of the Newnham Djivis copy is complete, and supplies a 
date to this valuable book. The two Spens(er volumes in the 
Inglis library (16) contain both parts of the Faerie Queene in 
first edition, Colin Clouts Come Home Againe, Foure HymneSy 
and ProthalamioHy very good copies all in first edition, as 
well as the 1597 issue of The Shephardes Calander. The 
Carmen (20) is one of but two known copies printed on 
vellum of a song by the Poet Laureate concerning the 
projected marriage of Charles, afterwards Emperor Charles 
v., and Mary, third daughter of Henry VII. In 1899 
the inflated sum of ;^2io was paid for a set of The 
Constitutional because of the Thackeray correspondence it 
contained. The ;;^i32 realised for Mr. Hornby's com- 
plete sets of The Snob and The Gownsman (23) is again 
owing to their Thackeray interest. ;^i2 5 had before been 
paid for a series in the original printed covers. The 
Snoby 1829, was a literary and scientific journal *'not 'con- 
ducted by members of the University,' " in which appeared 
Thackeray's " Timbuctoo," a skit on Tennyson's prize poem. 
Printed on various tinted papers, it is complete in eleven 
parts. In 1830 followed " The Gownsman, formerly called the 
Snob ; . . . Now conducted by members of the University," 
complete in seventeen numbers. It is thought probable that 
Thackeray edited the journal, and by many the articles signed 
thus (3) are attributed to him. The occurrence on December 5 
of an uncut copy of the first edition of Robert Browning's 
Pauline (25) was an event of importance to collectors. No 
little book published as late as 1833 ^s now valued so highly, 
if I mistake not. This "crude preliminary sketch," his 
" earliest attempt at poetry always dramatic in principle," as 
Browning himself called it in the collected edition of 1868, 
was printed at the expense of the writer's aunt. It was issued 
anonymously, and in order still further to veil the secrecy of 
its authorship, is dated from Richmond, a place where Brown- 
ing never lived. Some three reviews only appeared: an 
appreciative notice in the Monthly Repository by the Rev. 
W. J. Fox, who onward from that time was a firm friend of 
Browning ; Allan Cunningham's sympathetic criticism in the

Athenaeum; and, in Tait's Edinburgh Magazine^ a paper in 
which Pauline was described as " a piece of pure bewilder- 
ment." This last forestalled and prevented the appearance 
of a favourable article which John Stuart Mill is said to have 
prepared. Less than a dozen copies of the book are known, 
that in the British Museum being considerably cut. Mr. 
Crampton's example, again cut, with a note in the author's 
autograph, brought ;6i4S ^^ 1896. That sold in December 
has the original boards with paper label intact, and the pages 
have not been shorn. Unfortunately a defect was discovered : 
a small hole and a tear on page 2 1 robbed the text of several 
letters, and doubtless influenced the bidding considerably. 
This " Fragment of a Confession " is of so much interest that 
the exact defect may be specified. The following line, on page 
21, lacks the letters italicised : — 

And then I shall show how th^s^ elements 

Of course the damage affects page 22. Again the letters 
printed in italics are missing : — 

And of my powers, one springs up to save. 

A similar disappointment awaited those collectors who were 
prepared to give a very high sum for the editio princeps, uncut, 
in original boards, of Sir Walter Scott's Waverley (26). Had 
it not been for the discovery at the last moment that each 
volume wanted one of the two half titles — ^for a perfect 
Waverley has a full title and two half titles in each of 
the three volumes — it is said that the book would have 
realised about JQ200. The most important item in a volume 
which brought ;^ii3 on July 21 (27) was an uncut copy 
of the 1673 4to edition of Macbeth, exceedingly rare, if 
not unique, in this condition — the first edition is in folio. 
George Turberville's Epitaphs, Epigrams, Songs, and Sonets 
(28) is a book of great rarity, perhaps the only perfect 
example known being that acquired by the late Mr. Huth in 
1869 for 150 guineas. As, in addition to the defects stated 
in the catalogue of one leaf of the table being in facsimile, a 
few letters of the last leaf were also discovered to be in fac- 
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simile, the volume was returned, and resold in December for 
j£S^* On page 143 is "An Epitaph on the Death of Maister 
Arthur Brooke, drownde in passing to New Haven." This 
Brooke was the first translator from the Italian of Romeo and 
Juliet. In Le Manuel des Dames (33) we have an interesting 
example by the celebrated French printer-bookseller, Antoine 
Verard. Mr. Macfarlane provisionally assigns it to the year 
1 5 10. A final word as to these ;;£ioo books anent Cardinal 
Torquemada's Meditationes (34). The imprint reads, " Romae 
impressum per Udalricum Galium et Simone de Luca." Cam- 
panus, the scholar, for a time edited the books printed by 
Ulric Hahn, and it was probably he who punningly Latin- 
ised the name of the printer into Gallus. This Bishop of 
Crotona was undeniably a humorist. Subjoined to many 
of Hahn's books is the following epigram in praise of the 
printer : — 

" Anser Tarpeii custos Jovis unde quod alis 

Constreperes, Gallus decidit, alter adest 
Uldrichus Gallus ne quern posantur in usum 

Edocuit pennis nil opus esse tuis." 

The biographer of Campanus states, facetiously, that the 
Bishop heard the epigram for the first time from a Turk with 
whom he travelled. If tradition may be credited, so assiduous 
was he as a corrector of the press, that he allowed himself but 
three hours' sleep each night. When Campanus ceased to aid 
him, Hahn took into partnership Simon Nicolai de Lucca, 
and the Inglis Turrecremata is the second of three or four 
editions of the Meditationes issued by Hahn alone or in asso- 
ciation with Simon Nicolai. 

It need hardly be said that to confine attention to the 
volumes that brought at least ;£ioo would be a great mistake. 
At the same time, the list for 1900 compiled with this sum 
as a minimum is a fairly representative one, embracing 
examples of early Continental and English printing, as well 
as products of the nineteenth century such as the Thackeray, 
the Browning, and the Scott. Abandoning the limit, how- 
ever, a few noteworthy books printed late in the fifteenth or 
early in the sixteenth century may be particularised. 
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Fifteenth and Sixteenth Century Books.

Ulric Zel, a derk of the diocese of Mainz, who for long was 
regarded as the instructor of Caxton, settled at Cologne as a 
printer as early as 1466, and his first dated book, of 10 IL, 
heads our list. It was bound up with other pieces of lesser 
interest. The Speculum Humance, issued by Gunther Zainer, 
the father of printing at Augsburg, is one of the first of his 
famous woodcut books, and the woodcuts in the Inglis copy 
were quite untouched by colour. Franciscus Columna's 
Hypnerotomachia^ printed by Aldus in Venice, 1499, is 
one of the most remarkable illustrated books in existence. 
It was issued at the expense of a certain Leonardo 
Crassa of Verona, and the authorship of the romance is re- 
vealed in an acrostic formed by the initial letters of the 
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chapters, which make up the sentence, " Poliam Frater Fran- 
ciscus Columna peramavit." The woodcuts have been ascribed 
to various artists, including that lovable painter, Giovanni 
Bellini, and his brother-in-law, Andrea Mantegna. Nearly a 
century later, in 1592, there was printed in England an 
imperfect translation of the PoHphih^ under the title Hypnero- 
toffMchia : or, the Strife of Love in a Dreame. Many interest- 
ing details of this volume appear in Mr. Pollard's Early Illus- 
trated Books, Anthony Koburger, who began to print at 
Nuremburg in 1472, was one of the most important crafts- 
men in this kind of the fifteenth century. He is said to 
have employed twenty-four presses at Nuremburg, besides 
which work was done for him in other towns. The Hortus 
Sanitatis is a good example by Verard, that in the British 
Museum being mentioned in the Privy Purse expenses of 
Henry VII. as costing ^£6.

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The j£yj paid for the edifio princeps of the Vicar of Wake- 
field^ Salisbury, 1766, is probably a record price, one of the 
highest sums before obtained being ;^67 for the Mansfield- 
Mackenzie copy in 1899. The last chapter of voL ii. was 
transposed in the binding to the beginning of the volume, and 
one cover of the original calf was broken. The fine uncut 
example of the editio princeps of Pope's Dunciad^ i777j bad 
the autograph of Jonathan Richardson on the title, and 
numerous additions and alterations in MS., said to be taken 
from the author's own copy. Three years before issuing the 
first foHo Shakespeare, Edward Blount published both parts 
of Thomas Shelton's translation of Don Quixote. The Inglis 
example contained in one volume the first edition of the 
two parts as issued together in 1620. As to the Pindar of 
Wakefield^ three or four copies only are known of this earliest 
issue. 

Before passing to the section of modern books, I may 
make a comparison between the prices realised for three or 
four lots on the foregoing tables with those paid for copies 
of the same works at some of the earliest auctions in Eng- 
land. From Mr. John Lawler's interesting little volume on 
Book AticHons of the Seventeenth Century^ we learn that the 
first in this country, conducted by William Cooper, a book- 
seller dwelling at the Sign of the Pelican in Little Britain, 
took place on October 31, 1676. The most potent factor in 
determining the price in those days was the size of a work ; 
the cry of rarity had not yet been raised, nor for some time 
was any account taken of binding. The first item on our 
table of ;£ioo books is Daniel Denton's Brief Description of 
New York^ 1670. As it chances, this pamphlet occurred in 
the fifth book auction held in this country — that of the 
libraries of Dr. Benjamin Worsley and two other learned 
men, conducted by John Dunmore and Richard Chiswell at 
the sign of the Hen and Chickens, Paternoster Row, on May 
13, 1678, and following days. The Denton is mentioned as 
one of twenty-four pamphlets included in a volume which 
brought 15s. 8d., equal to about ;^2, 7s. at the present day. 
Not only did the volume contain this piece, now worth

of course the condition of the Lorna Doone sold 
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on June 30 was unexceptionable. In 1859 M^* Bernard 
Quaritch published Edward Fitzgerald's magic adaptation of 
the Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam, the astronomer-poet of 
Persia. There were few buyers, and eight years later Ros- 
setti was one of those who found copies of this book in the 
penny box, long since abandoned by the firm of Piccadilly 
booksellers. After nearly four decades, in 1898, Mr. Quaritch 
bought for ;^2 1 a copy of this book, several of which he had 
sold for a penny apiece. Furthermore, on July 2 1 last, Mr. 
B. F. Stevens, the American agent, paid ;£'35 for the editio 
princeps of Fitzgerald's Omar, rendered the more interesting 
to collectors by reason of the correction of a letter on page 4 
by the translator. Less than a dozen copies are recorded 
of the late Poet Laureate's Last Tournament, the example of 
which included in the table was in green morocco binding by 
Riviere. 

On May 24 some interesting Kelmscott Press items, col- 
lected by Mr. H. Halliday Sparling, were sold: notably a 
trial page of the Glittering Plain, the first set in the golden 
type and the first printed at the Press. Five letters only 
were used, and the small oblong sheet of paper contained 
but eight lines, with the inscription, " the Kelmscott Press, 
January ist, 1891, William Morris." In general the Kelms- 
cott Press publications show a decline as compared with 
the prices of 1899. On page 37 of the last "Literary 
Year- Book" details were given, of ten works. The same 
books are again chosen for purposes of the first table on 
page 68. 

It will be remarked that the Chaucer and the Shelley alone 
show increases, while in several instances the depreciation is 
considerable. For the first time there was sold on March 19 
a complete set of Vale Press books, limited as to issue 
number, as were those of the Kelmscott. These volumes, 
produced under the direction of Mr. C. S. Ricketts, and in 
part under that of Mr. C. H. Shannon, are now sought after, 
particularly in connection with the fact that the Press will 
soon close.

The list of works, which derive their value in large part 
from illustrations or extra-illustrations, sold during the year 
for ;^ioo or more, must be left to explain itself. Many of 
the volumes contained scarce mezzotint portraits, attractive 
autograph letters, and other things which, singly, must have 
cost the various collectors considerable sums. The "granger- 
ised" book, indeed, seldom shows a profit.

The Nelson letters were addressed for the most part to his 
friend, Lord Hood, and fourteen of the number are signed in 
full, Horatio Nelson, and penned with the right hand ; four of 
the remaining, signed Nelson and Bronte, are penned with his 
left. The original inventory of Madame de Pompadour's 
effects, comprising furniture, wardrobe, china, statuary, and 
the library, jewellery, &c., gives full descriptions of the various 
items, with the amount of appraisement attached to each 
entry; and, again belonging to Lord Ashburton, was the 
apparently unpublished narrative by L. Dumont, whose 
full title runs, " Memoir contenant les ev^n^ments qui se sont 
pass& a la Louisiane depuis 171 5, jusqu'd present," but 
anfortunately there is no indication as to the time limit. 
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The Philip Massinger play, one of those lamented by Gifford 
as lost, is of unique interest. The catalogue described it 
guardedly as a contemporary MS., the title on a cancelled 
indenture only deemed to be by the author. But comparison 
with an undoubtedly genuine specimen of Massinger's hand- 
writing, in a letter to Henslowe preserved at Dulwich Collie, 
proves the identity of the two; the title, stage directions, 
prologue, and epilogue, however, are from other pens. This 
is the actual MS. submitted to Sir H. Herbert, having his 
signed licence at the end. May 6, 1631, and as an autograph 
play by a noteworthy early English dramatist possesses rare 
attraction. Many interesting details are given in an article 
in the Athenceum of January 19, 1 901, by Mr. G. F. Warner 
of the British Museum. The thirteen MS. diaries which 
appear under the name of Garrick formed part of twenty-nine 
lots, formerly the property of the actor's widow, dispersed by 
Messrs. Puttick & Simpson on July 11. In them a record is 
found of the various plays produced at Drury Lane Theatre 
during Garrick's management, with notes of first appearances 
of celebrated actors and actresses, and unconventional com- 
ments on many plays and performances. The autograph 
letter of Charles Lamb to Mrs. Hazlitt included thirty-nine 
lines of verse, suggested by Ayrton, entitled " Free thoughts 
on some Eminent Composers." They begin thus : — 

** Soine cry up Haydn, some Mozart, 
Just as the whim bites. For toy part, 
I do not care a farthing candle, 
For either of them, or for Handel." 

In December, 100 lots of books bound by the Guild of 
Women Bookbinders and the Hampstead Bindery were sold 
by Messrs. Sotheby for a total of jQT21 odd, the highest 
price, >^4o, being paid for the 1836 edition of Walton and 
Cotton's Angler, in green morocco, the two volumes decorated 
with nearly 398 water-lilies inlaid in white and deep orange, 
and ninety-two fish. The bindings gained a silver medal at 
the Paris Exhibition. Some fine examples of ancient crafts- 
manship in this kind have, too, been sold. I may note the

I.— THE PRESENT POSITION 

The question of Copyright is as complicated and retains as 
many hues as when Macaulay discussed it in Parliament sixty 
years ago. The speeches which he then made abound in 
the excessive emphasis and the too brilliant antithesis which 
were his favourite weapons. But no one was better entitled 
than he to assert that — 

" the public seldom makes nice distinctions," 
or that — 

" such is the inconsistency of the public taste that no sensible 
man will venture to pronounce with confidence, what the 
sale of any book published in our days will be in the years 
between 1890 and 1900." ^ 

It is indeed this baffling and fickle nature of the relation 
between the real value of intellectual work in letters and its 
market-price which causes the varied complexity of Copyright. 
The inconstancy of that relation is so constant that only a 
working solution is possible; counsels of perfection are 
unpractical. 

But the present position of the matter in England is 
hopeful. English Copyright Law is notoriously obsolete, and 
too mixed to share in that praise which, according to Bacon, 
belongs to English Law as a whole, where he says — 

** Our laws are mixed as our language ; and as our language 
is so much the richer, the laws are the more complete." 

Very recently the rapidity of modem invention in instru- 
ments of record, in printing, and in processes of illustration, 
has given rise to cases which have brought the matter to a 
crisis.

3. To translate such book. 

4. In the case of a dramatic work, to convert it into a 
novel or other non-dramatic work, 

5. In the case of a novel or other non-dramatic work, to 
convert it into a dramatic work, either by way of multipUca- 
tion of copies or by way of performance. 

6. In the case of a musical work, to make any new adapta- 
tion, transposition, arrangement, or setting of such work, or 
of the melody thereof, in any notation." 

For the detailed provisions of the Bills, which cannot be 
discussed in the limits of an article like the present, the reader 
must turn to the drafts printed, as last amended, in July 
1900. He will there find the proposed remedy for undue 
"abridgment" or "quotation," and the enactment as to 
" making fair extracts." The proposed term of protection is 
extended to " performing right," concerning which Mr. Franz 
Groenings, who pleaded before the Committee for a longer 
term, said — 

" A pile of music is now like a heap of tin plates in a rack, 
many of which are heated, but nobody can or will tell 
which of them are hot till after you have burned your 
fingers." 

The new provisions proposed as to " lecturing right " are 
clear. and far-reaching; reference to them is made below in 
the discussion of Walter v. Lane. As regards " joint-author- 
ship " and " plurality of authors," it is noticeable that the Bill 
does not seem to make similar provisions in respect of " per- 
forming right." The omission should be set right. 

Very many readers and writers are concerned with the pro- 
posed provisions dealing with articles contributed to reviews, 
magazines, and other works of an encyclopaedic or collective 
character. The clause in the existing Act, which ties up the 
author's property in such articles for twenty-eight years, is 
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eminently unsatisfactory. It is now sensibly proposed that 
the owner of the collective work shall, if he has paid for the 
article contained in the work, or for the composition of the 
work, and, of course, in the absence of any agreement to the 
contrary, have the copyright of the work in the original form of 
publication for the " life and 30 years " period ; but the con- 
tributor shall, after the lapse of two years from the end of the 
year in which it was first published, be entitled to the copy- 
right in his article as a separate work for the " life and 30 
years " term, and be authorised to take proceedings for his 
own protection without prejudice to the right of the owner. 
This appears to be a very fair solution of a vexing if minor 
problem, and to realise the true function of magazines. 

If there is a weak spot in the proposed measures, we think 
it is in clause 12, which gives the exclusive right in foreign 
news specially and independently obtained by the proprietor 
of any newspaper or news agency in the United Kingdom for 
the space of eighteen hours from its publication. It is im- 
possible here to discuss the matter properly, so that the 
present writer may be pardoned for referring the reader to his 
article contained in the current (January 1901) number of the 
Law Quarterly Review y dealing briefly with " Copyright Legisla- 
tion " as a whole. The proposal seems both unwise and un- 
practical, and was received with little favour at the conference 
organised by the Institute of Journalists in September 1 900. 

Without doubt the thorniest part of the problem is con- 
cerned with Copyright in " British Possessions." The Bill as 
now drafted contains a clause putting into effect the proposal 
which originally emanated from Canada. The Canadian 
authors, who were in 1899 represented in London by Pro- 
fessor Mavor of Toronto, considered that justice would and 
could be done if the Canadian Legislature were enabled to 
prohibit the importation into the Dominion, without the 
written consent of the owner of the copyright, of any book in 
respect of which an exclusive licence for publication or im- 
portation had been granted to a Canadian publisher. The 
adoption of this proposal was warmly approved by the Inter- 
national Congress of Publishers at its last sitting. 
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The new Artisiic Copyright Bill is still the subject of keen dis- 
cussion, and for this, among other reasons, we do not propose 
here to treat of its various provisions. The several existing 
Acts provide different terms of protection for different arts ; 
the proposed measure here also makes for a desirable uni- 
formity with "life and 30 years afterwards" in every case. 
Evidence has been given by Mr. Frank Dicksee on behalf 
of the Royal Academy; by Mr. Brock, R.A., as to the 
peculiar conditions of sculptured works; by Mr. Gerald 
Robinson, President of the Society of Mezzotint Engravers ; 
by Mr. Herbert Bentwich on behalf of the Art Publishers ; 
and by Mr. Gambler Bolton, F.Z.S., and Mr. Elliott in the 
interests of Photography. We may allude to one particular 
matter only; the draft Bill contains special provisions as to 
engravings and prints, which, if passed as they now stand, 
will require the careful attention of those who give their 
designs to the makers of the instrument by which the en- 
graving or print is to be produced. For, to put a concrete 
case, it seems that if A, the proprietor oif a design, desiring 
a process-block to be made of the same, gives the design 
to B, an engraver of process-blocks, B retains a copyright 
in the work when he hands over to A the "block" 
he has made, in the absence of a written assignment. It 
would surely be simpler to allow the delivery of the " block " 
to operate as an assignment, as in the case of a photo- 
negative. 

We cannot on this occasion proceed further into the wide 
subject of International Copyright. It is said that there is a 
tendency in the leading nations of the civilised world slightly 
to increase the term of protection. The present writer is 
told that in France the International Literary and Artistic 
Union, with a large membership of authors and lawyers, 
propagates a draft model copyright law with a term of 
" life -|- 80 years." But it appears that the more influential 
and weighty French Academy rests content with the existing 
term of "Itfe + 50 years." The German Parliament, in 1900, 
had before it a new Literary and Musical Copyright Bill and 
a Bill on the Law of the Contract of Publication ; an effort 
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has been made to substitute " life + 50 years " for the existing 
" life + 30 years " in the former.^ 

The present laws of different countries exhibit an astonish- 
ing variety in a matter where uniformity is eminently desirable 
and appropriate. 

The following table, which the vrriter has endeavoured to 
bring up to date, shows the terms of duration allowed by 
those countries which have dealt with the subject, the dates 
referring to the years of their existing laws : —

Such variety is surprising, if not ridiculous, when one con- 
siders that the production and reproduction of knowledge 
should be under no distinctions of race, class, or territory. 
Some general consensus as to " duration " would be eminently 
desirable as a proper sequel to the promotion of reciprocal 
rights effected by the Berne Convention of 1887. Uniformity 
of copyright law cannot, however, be achieved for all the 
world at a single blow; but the present proposals of Lord 
Thring's Bills make a great step in the right direction. 

Copyright is entirely a creation of statutes, and is carefully 
to be distinguished from real property in land, which has 
incidents of a very different kind. The writer thinks, while 
well aware that different opinions will endure as long as the 
sun shines, that the true interests of Art and Letters are not 
well served by those who persist in pleading for perpetual pro- 
tection. In his opinion, their success would mean the triumph 
of monopoly. From the point of view of abstract ethics the 
wisest opinion, perhaps, is still that of Bishop Warburton, who 
was keenly alive to the distinction between a "proprietor" 
and a "monopolist"; in 1747 he pleaded as follows: — 

" Surely if there be degrees of rights that of Authors seemeth 
to have the advantage over most others ; their property 
being, in the truest sense, their own^ as acquired by a 
long and painful exercise of that very faculty which 
denominateth us men." 

^ Infringements, however, are said to be punished in accordance with 
the principles of natural justice and rules of equity. 
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The division of opinion on this subject is a sharp one, and 
here it is not possible fully to discuss it. One suggestive 
utterance may fitly close this brief notice. Matthew Arnold, 
a wise guide in most things, has written : — 

"Literary production, whenever it is sound, is its own ex- 
ceeding great reward, but that does not destroy or 
diminish the author's desire and claim to be allowed to 
have at his own disposal, like other people, that which 
he produces, and to be free to turn it to account" {Essay 
on Copyright), 

IL— THE RECENT LEGAL DECISIONS 

We may now recapitulate the legal decisions of the past 
year. These are few in number, and confined to England ; 
no case appears in the Scotch or Irish reports. We shall 
note two cases dealing with penalties for the infringement of 
artistic copyright, which, in these days of " process," deserve 
the attention of all engaged in the multiplication of pictures 
and advertisements ; further, the Court of Appeal has con- 
sidered the case of the " music-rolls," upon which we com- 
mented last year; and a curious case arose with regard to 
certain educational diagrams. But interest naturally culmi- 
nated in the final decision of the House of Lords in the matter 
of newspaper reports and public speeches. These cases may 
now be summarised so far as our moderate limits allow. 

On November 8, 1899, Mr. Justice Kekewich in the 
Chancery Division was called upon to decide the first of two 
curious points as regards penalties for the infringement of 
artistic copyright. This was in the case of Baschet v. London 
Illustrated Standard Company^ upon which we were unable to 
comment in our issue of last year; nor does it seem likely 
that the decision will be taken to the Court of Appeal. The 
plaintiff was the publisher in Paris of, and the owner of the 
copyright according to French law in, a serial publication 
called Le Panorama^ first published in France, and he was 
also the owner according to French law of the copyright in 
seven pictures first published in Paris in that publication. 
The interim injunction granted to them by the judge, which 
restrained the infringement and distribution of piratical copies 
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of these pictures by the defendants, who were the publishers, 
printers, and four distributors, of the Illustrated London 
Standard^ had been affirmed by the Court of Appeal, except 
as to two of the pictures, which were considered to be too 
indecent to be entitled to protection in England. At this 
hearing it was admitted that the injunction must be made 
perpetual; but a question arose as to penalties, 20,000 copies 
ot each of the five pictures entitled to copyright in England 
having been printed. The plaintiff called a French advocate, 
who proved that the defendants, though not liable to any in- 
junction in French law, were liable to penalties under the 
Penal Code of 1810 j it had, of course, been decided on the 
main issue that the plaintiff was entitled to protection in 
France. As regards the remedy for the infringement of such 
a right, the judge in effect decided that, under the joint 
operation of the International Copyright Act, 1886 (section 
2 [3]), and the Berne Convention (Art. 2), an author suing in 
England in respect of an infringement of foreign copyright 
must prove that he is entitled to protection in the country 
of origin of the work, but, that right once established, his 
remedy depends entirely on the English law ; from which it 
follows that an author whose copyright is infringed in any 
manner mentioned in section 6 of the Fine Arts Copyright 
Act, 1862, is entitled to recover separate penalties against 
every infringer, whether principal or agent, master or servant, 
the minimum penalty in every case being a farthing for each 
copy by him pirated. This decision of a matter entirely 
governed by statutes seems, if we may say so, just and correct. 
As the judge said upon the suggested collision between the 
French and English laws, " A copyright owner is only entitled 
to protection for the term which the country of origin gives 
him; but everything else is left open, I cannot believe that 
the Court has to consider the remedies of another country. 
It would be impossible to work two systems of jurisprudence 
together in that way." The publishers and printers were in 
the result ordered to pay penalties upon the sale of a farthing 
per copy, amounting to about ;^ioo in each case; damages 
of ^5 were awarded against each distributor. 
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The second case tried by the same judge was Hildesheimer 
V. W. and F. Faulkner^ Limited^ on July 19, 1900. Here the 
plaintiff had already obtained a perpetual injunction restrain- 
ing the defendants from selling or distributing prints of twelve 
pictures in which the plaintiff had the copyright. An inquiry 
had been ordered as to how many copies of these pictures 
(which were used for packets of cigarettes), printed for and 
delivered to the defendants, had been put into circulation. 
The number of 1,012,600 copies was the result of this inquiry, 
and the plaintiff claimed to be entitled to a separate penalty 
in respect of each copy of not less than one farthing. This 
would mean a tptal of ;^io54, 15s. lod., while it appeared 
that the cost of production of 1,000,000 copies would be 
only ;^ioo. The question depended on the construction of 
section 6 of the Fine Arts Copyright Act, 1862, awarding 
"a sum not exceeding ;£io " as the penalty for an infringing 
"repetition, copy, or other imitation." The plaintiff con- 
tended that there must be a separate penalty for each copy, 
and that the smallest " sum " the law could take account of, 
because it was the smallest coin of the realm, was one farthing. 
The defendants argued that there was only one offence, that 
of multiplying the 1,012,600 copies, but that, if 1,012,600 
offences had been committed, the Act only fixed the maxi- 
mum sum, and the Court, in its discretion, might well give a 
fortieth or a hundredth part of a penny in each case, which 
would be quite sufficient. The judge, in deciding upon the 
authority of a former case, that there was a separate offence in 
the circulation of each copy, said that he regarded the con- 
tention of the defendants as " a ridiculous construction of the 
Act " ; and indeed its success would have implied that there 
could only be one penalty of ;^io for the entire issue of an 
infringement, which in many cases might be an absurdity. 
Upon the "farthing per copy" point the judge was indis- 
posed to grant so extravagant a total as ;^iooo, but he con- 
cluded that by " sum " the legislature meant " not merely a 
sum which can be expressed in figures, but a sum that exists 
in actual reality," or, in the words of another judge, " some 
coin recognised in our national system of coinage." A penalty 
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of one farthing per copy was imposed. The case is to be 
taken to the Court of Appeal 

In the ^se of Boosey v. Whight^ the Appeal Court in 
December 1899 upheld the decision of Mr. Justice Stirling, 
upon which comment was made in last year's issue of this 
volume. By that decision it was in effect held that the per- 
forated rolls used in a mechanical organ called the " Aeolian " 
were not " sheets of music " within the definition of the Copy- 
right Act of 1842, and could not therefore be restrained as 
copies of sheets of songs, printed in the ordinary notation, in 
which the plaintiffs had 'the copyright. Mr. Justice Stirling, 
however, had granted a limited injunction to restrain the copy- 
ing upon the edges of the rolls of words intimating the time 
and signs denoting the key, whereby expression could be 
added to the reproduction. The Court of Appeal, presided 
over by Lord Justice Lindley, late Master of the Rolls 
(novorum custos rotulorum^ as was remarked of this case !), 
upheld, as we have said, the main decision; they further 
denied relief to the plaintiffs by reversing the judgment which 
he had gained upon the smaller point, although it was to be 
noted that Lord Justice Romer did so with some doubt ; it 
appeared in the course of the argument that in two unre- 
ported cases Mr. Justice Charles and Mr. Justice Mathew 
respectively had allowed copyright in indications of fingering 
and pace as added to compositions in themselves not the 
subject of copyright. If that was so (and apparently Mr. 
Justice Stirling, as he then was, was not advised of those 
decisions), then the present judgment controverts the prin- 
ciple previously laid down. The decision in Boosey v. 
JVhight, regarded as a whole, appears unimpeachable in the 
present state of the law. But the hardship of the plaintiffs 
calls for redress by fresh legislation. Apart from the ques- 
tion of damage done to the reputation of beautiful melodies, 
it is clear that, where copyright is recognised as a just creature 
of statutes, substantial commercial damage must be incurred 
by those entitled to reward. The Court, however reluctantly, 
was yet forced to a logical absurdity ; for, with the result that 
has been mentioned, it declared that the case ought to be 
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dealt with <'on broad business lines and not on unpractical 
though theoretically possible assumptions." The owner of 
copyright in a melody, as the law now stands, has only two 
rights: (i) that of preventing others from .copying the pub- 
lished music in the same notation; and (2) that of preventing 
the music itself being performed in public without his per- 
mission. Any one sufficiently clever to invent an engine of 
reproduction which employs a different notation may, it seems, 
sell any number of those engines with the means of producing 
the tunes which are the property of another. The inability of 
the Courts to do common-sense ju^ice is simply the result 
of an obsolete statute, which they are bound to continue 
narrowly. In 1842 the Legislature did not foresee the in- 
genious discoveries of 1900. It is therefore the more regret- 
table that, according to the " definition clause " of the Bill now 
before Parliament, " sheets or rolls intended for use in con- 
nexion with or to form a part of mechanical musical instru- 
ments shall not be deemed to be copies of music within the 
meaning of this Act." 

Comment was made in these pages a year ago on the 
second action of The Universities of Oxford and Cambridge 
V. Gill & Sons, heard before Mr. Justice Stirling in January 
1900, when the plaintiffs unsuccessfully sought to prevent 
the defendant firm from advertising and selling educational 
books with the titles "The Oxford and Cambridge Publica- 
tions," and the like, on the ground that these descriptions 
were calculated to lead buyers into the belief that they were 
purchasing official University publications. The Universities 
appear to have forfeited some of the sympathy to which, on 
certain grounds of natural justice, they seemed to be entitled 
by their delay in taking proceedings; moreover, the Courts 
are obliged to demand proof of a strong probability of decep- 
tion, which in this case was not forthcoming. 

On February 14th, in the case of Jones v. Leask, Mr. Justice 
Kekewich had to consider whether the inventor and publisher 
of mechanical diagrams of cardboard with movable parts, 
representing marine-engines in section, and used for teaching 
purposes, was entitled to copyright protection for the same. 
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His decision, given in the negative, may be said to have 
depended largely upon the particular facts of the case ; but it 
appeared that the ingenious devices in question would be more 
properly the subject-matter of protection by letters-patent. 

With regard to the veritable cause celebre of Walter v. Lane^ 
we can only say that, whereas it was said in these pages last 
year that the decision of the Court of Appeal " gave as much 
satisfaction as the earlier one had given disappointment," the 
return of the House of Lords to the view of Mr. Justice 
North seems most unfortunate. The facts were, shortly, 
these : the proprietors of The Times brought an action 
against the well-known publisher, Mr. John Lane, who had 
published, under the editorship of Mr. Charles Geake, a 
volume of speeches uttered on different occasions by Lord 
Rosebery. Lord Rosebery himself (who upon a later famous 
occasion recalled in this connection, with a playful mock- 
humility, the legal maxim de minimis non curat lex/), had 
little to do with the preparation of the volume ; the compiler, 
it appeared, had had access to his lordship's scrap-books, and 
admitted that he had derived aid from The Times reports. 
Mr. Justice North found for the plaintiffs; the Court of 
Appeal reversed his judgment; and on the 6th of August 
1900 it was reinstated by four out of five law-lords in the 
House of Lords. The sale of this particular book, an attractive 
and delightful one, has therefore been finally restrained. The 
accurate reports of a leading organ like The Times are, of 
course, of the greatest service to its readers, and should 
receive due protection; nor is the valuable skill of the 
stenographer to be denied proper recognition. We may 
even admit that a reporter who casts the words of a speaket 
into his own language, and imparts to his report a literary 
form, is entitled to have the product of that skill protected 
from piracy. But, in the true interests of literature and 
knowledge, we protest against the notion, sanctioned by this 
judgment, that a reporter is to be considered as the author 
of that which he commits to writing. For the reasoning 
contained in it, we heartily subscribe to the single dissenting 
judgment of Lord Robertson. As he said, what was taken 
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was a number of records of the ipsissima verba, "without 
addition or subtraction," of a peculiarly clear and " finished " 
speaker. These words might have been made by a phono- 
graph, and transmitted by the merest clerk. Short notes of 
introductory matter appeared, we do not doubt, in every 
instance in The Times; in no instance was such a note taken, 
but fresh and essentially different head-notes were added by 
the defendant's editor. Lord Rosebery himself was out of 
the fight, more probably because he did not care to be in 
it than because he had failed to comply with the recondite 
provisions of the Lecture Act of 1835. Lord Robertson, the 
form and expression of whose judgment deserve close atten- 
tion, examined the essential question in the case — viz. the 
intellectual relation of the reporter to the words of the speech 
— and the inference he drew from his thorough examination 
was " that the contribution which education enables the good 
reporter to make to the speech is of a purely negative kind — 
he does not interfere, but faithfully acts as conduit." "In 
fact," he continued, "the merit of the reports now before 
your Lordships is that they present the speaker's thoughts 
un tinctured by the slightest trace or colour of the reporter's 
mind." This being so, his Lordship failed entirely to see 
how, in the widest sense of the term " author," the case was 
in the region of authorship. Lord Robertson observed that 
the Court of Appeal had not decided, as an abstract proposi- 
tion, that no report can be the copyright of the reporter. 
There are reports and reports, and Dr. Johnson, in his 
reports of the Parliamentary debates, avowedly "took care 
that the Whig dogs should not have the best of it." But it 
is on the point of authorship — essential here to the plaintiff's 
success — that we still believe the case to be distinguishable, 
and necessarily so, from the " street directory " cases. Look- 
ing at the nature of the work done, we are sincerely of the 
opinion of Lord Robertson that here the reporter was not 
an " author " within the meaning of the Act, and that to hold 
that he was confers upon a stenographer a reward which has 
no relation whatever to his art. 

The grievance will, we think, be remedied by the proposals 
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of the Bill now before Parliament. If these are passed, it 
will not be necessary for justices of the peace to be disturbed 
forty-eight hours beforehand by him who, anxious for protec- 
tion from piracy, is to deliver (say) a graphic but unwritten 
account of South African adventures. The recondite pro- 
visions of " s & 6 Will. IV., c. 65," give way to a simpler 
method of warning, and it will not even be necessary for an 
eloquent preacher who desires protection to close his dis- 
course with the words, " All rights reserved ! " For a lecturer, 
until his lecturing right is lost by the fact of publication in 
book form, can simply prohibit infringement even by news- 
paper report either " orally, at the beginning of the lecture to 
be protected, or by a written or printed notice affixed, before 
the lecture is given, or in a conspicuous place near the 
lecturer, in letters not less than one inch in height." 
This much he must do, or his lecturing right will not be 
infringed. Further, it is proposed that " the report of a ' 
lecture in a newspaper or periodical may not, without the 
consent in writing of the owner of the lecturing right, be 
published in any other shape, and such report shall not 
authorise any other person without such consent to deliver 
the lecture in public." 

These proposed provisions for the better protection of the 
person most entitled to be protected appear to meet wisely 
and well such an unsatisfactory case as arose in Walter v. 
Lane. If they become law, and a newspaper is then obliged 
to discover that it is not worth its while to secure long and 
accurate reports at great expense, we think the true author is 
likely to benefit more than the public is likely to suffer. The 
true function of the newspapers is well protected by the pro- 
visions of clause 12 of the same Bill, whereby heavy penalties 
are to be visited upon the person who within eighteen hours 
copies and publishes the news of any foreign fact or event 
" obtained specially and independently." This appears to 
be a reasonable blow at piracy; but in the triangular duel 
between lecturer, reporter, and publisher, so long as literary 
privilege or quasi-monopoly continues to exist, it should be 
impossible for the reporter to stand between the true author 
and such a publisher as he may choose. 
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The British drama of the last twelve months, or thereabouts, 
of the century, is provocative of the generalisation that 
if drama be the best mirror of national life, as it is said to 
be, a better mirror even than literature proper itself, then 
the national life during that period has been in a rather 
indifferent state. Imperialism, Expansion, and all the rest 
of it, notwithstanding. Mr. William Archer, with the 
tireless moderation and seriousness which characterise his 
criticism, tells us that matters have been looking a little 
better during the three years since the Jubilee: that Mrs. 
Craigie has done very well; Mr. Pinero very well; Mr. 
Jones very well; and that the theatre on the whole is 
manifestly ceasing to be merely " fantastic," a thing having 
no relation whatever to human life. This is doubtless a 
correct attitude for a distinguished critic; but it is, after 
all, if one may say so, a little tiresome, a little provoking. 
The lover of the stage is tempted to ask Mr. Archer bluntly : 
And what next? We are getting on, doubtless: but what 
next? England is breathing deep and enlarging herself 
again, so that the Victorian era is likened to the Elizabethan : 
Does it resemble it in this? Which way do we look for 
progress — ^liberty, freedom, and enfranchisement; for the 
glad sight of the strong man who can enter once more 
upon the dark scene, and call us back to new life and 
strength by his very presence — 

"And call the noblest to the audience"? 

For progress always lies in the direction of ideas. But ideas 
are not pre-eminently, nor commonly, nor in this case, found 
in evening-dress companies ; and the drama of evening dress 
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is the only drama of any account for popularity that has 
reigned in England during the three years of which Mr. 
Archer makes the survey. Masterly handling of the tools, 
if you will ; and pleasing combinations of events : all that the 
three dramatists named present to us is pleasing, for very 
obvious reasons j but this drama ends where it began, ends 
with itself, and a speedy end to it is, therefore, we think, 
the most desirable thing to wish it just now, since this noble 
drama is, in its way, as veracious a mirror of true national 
life, as good a vehicle for, and evidence of, ideas and ex- 
pansion, as were, in theirs, the brassy music-hall celebra- 
tions preluding, not long ago, the relief of beleaguered Mafe- 
king and Ladysmith: "Into the dark go one and all" 
after their six weeks' or thirteen weeks' run, or, it may 
be, their two-hundredth performance. 

Any one, therefore, seeking for the direction in which 
progress may tend, will scarcely look to the drama of 
evening dress and the triangular situation; and he will not 
improbably have some difficulty in detecting the phantom 
anywhere in the liberal report of plays acted last year, 
and given on pages 314-318 of this Annual, unless he 
happen to stop at the name of Mr. Stephen Phillips. 

As a play, Herod was bad : " Tragedy cannot subsist 
without action; without manners it may. The tragedies 
of most modern poets have this defect" (says the Ancient, 
writing a few thousand years ago), "for the manners of 
men constitute only their qualities, whereas it is by their 
actions that they are happy or unhappy." Herod was all 
manners, including a futile and ludicrous over-serious 
manner on the part of its hero, and that not very en- 
gaging thing, the well-known verse mannerism of its author : 
and so the play, in which nothing really occurred, in which 
there was no consecutive action, soon ceased to inte- 
rest the public, and went untimely into the dark. Yet this 
much must be said of it : It was a new thing, a courageous 
attempt to interest people in ideas pure and simple; and 
it had some of its due reward in taking London for a 
short time by storm. All praise then to Mr. Phillips, its 
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author, and Mr. Tree, its producer — the highest praise 
that can be given — that between them they presented, in 
the very citadel of easy-going, well-bred Philistinism, the 
West-End, a play by far the most important of any pre- 
sented in London last year, as an application to life of 
those wonderful things, ideas, which are themselves ex- 
pansive and progressive, marking the path of progress, 
and the cause of, and inducement to, expansion and pro- 
gress in others. 

This is more than Mr. G. Bernard Shaw or his managers 
can do. The public will not take Mr. Shaw at any price for 
more than a week or two together, and that chiefly in the 
suburbs ; but if one were asked to point to another indication 
of progress for the drama of to-day, if not in the mind of the 
public, one would certainly name Mr. Shaw next. Here is 
a man overflowing with ideas, with so many of them, in fact, 
that he is rendered powerless by them, cannot control them ; 
the artist in him is killed by them, and the great public 
will not listen to him. Mr. Shaw must, for the greater 
number of his productions, with all his freshness, his 
breaking of quite new ground, his gaiety, wit, brains — in 
spite of all these; very often because of them — Mr. Shaw, 
if he want a respectful hearing, must shelter himself under 
the aegis of the Stage Society, and produce his work, not 
before the great starving multitude, the people with their 
senses, afiections, and passions as yet uncultivated out of 
them, but before such a select house of the brainy, witty, 
gay, cultivated folk as crowded into the Strand Theatre 
a few Sundays ago to witness the performance of his latest 
jeu cPesprit, Captain BrassbouncPs Conversion^ and to hear 
his sparkling post-lusory oratory. 

People ask that Mr. Shaw shall be different ; they say he 
has no seriousness. It is useless — Mr. Shaw himself would 
be the first in saying it — to demand that a dramatist shall 
be something different from what he can be; equally absurd 
to suppose that Mr. Shaw knocks off" his plays merely to 
amuse himself between-times when he is not inditing Fabian 
manifestoes. Mr. Shaw without a doubt gives us of his 
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best, and takes himself, too, very seriously indeed: but it 
is quite manifest that, being what he is, whether through 
offending our sense of sequence and finality, our wish to 
see an action begun, completed, and terminated according 
to the serious logic or irony of events, or whether merely 
through his persistently derisive criticism of frail humanity — 
Mr. Shaw is, so far, not a dramatist at all, but remains still 
a vogue — a vogue among up-to-date people. As a vogue, 
however, he is doing for us something similar to what 
the Ibsen vogue did a few years ago, something analogous 
to what the daring originator, with all that fatal excess of 
his quality which ever prevents his being more than a pioneer, 
must necessarily do before the right man can come into 
his kingdom: Mr. Shaw is hewing a path through the 
jungle and preparing a way for the serious man — "the 
perfect Wagnerite," in a sense rather different from Mr. Shaw's 
conception of the part. You Never Can Tell, produced 
last May at the Strand Theatre (having been blessed by 
the Stage Society at the Royalty Theatre in the preceding 
autumn), owed most of the success d^esiinte it got to the 
genius of that inimitable actor, Mr. James Welch, as manager 
of the piece and the ckivd person in the cast; and The 
DeviH Disciple, revived for a few nights, doubtless drew, 
within its allotted time, such crowds to Notting Hill chiefly 
by reason of Mr. Forbes Robertson's amazing and quite 
unsuccessful attempt to represent the person of a disciple 
of the devil as conceived by Mr. Shaw. Candida, the 
most serious of all Mr. Shaw's productions, enjoyed a suc- 
cessful night at the Strand Theatre on Sunday, July ist, 
under the protection of the Stage Society; and Mr. Shaw's 
three Plays for Puritans ("purists," does he mean?), Captain 
Brasshounds Conversion, The Devits Disciple, and Anthony 
and Cleopatra, have just been published in book form, and 
may now be read by all who will. 

Mr. Phillips and Mr. Shaw: they are, each in his way, 
the chief persons of the dramatic year : Mr. Phillips by his 
praiseworthy attempt to bring poetry again before the foot- 
lights ; Mr. Shaw because he thinks for himself, and, in spite 
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of failure, goes on presenting original views of life, and giving 
us, if not the thought of the time — still less, thoughts for 
all time — certainly the point of view from which the more 
advanced members of the community are pleased to regard 
" the great ship of fools of this world." As popular suc- 
cesses, or as exhibiting any quality of permanence in their 
work, neither is of any account so far. 

Turning then to the work of more popukr dramatists : Mr. 
A. W. Pinero, that skilled craftsman, has rested under his 
laurels this year, the greenest of them being that Signora 
Duse has placed in her repertoire and presented to an English 
audience La Seconda Moglie — The Second Mrs. Tanqueray — 
one of the very few returns we have been able to make the 
Continent for all we take from it. Mr. Jones's play, Mrs. 
Dane^s Defence, produced at Wyndham's Theatre in October, 
and still attracting full houses, was not very different in 
kind from, but excelled in quality of workmanship, most of 
the preceding work of the dramatist. It was naive, clean 
of all his little faults of the pulpit and the didactic manner, 
and in it he appeared at last to find his feet and to 
feel himself working freely and easily within his limited 
range, for the love of the thing, so that even the un- 
satisfactory solution of the problem, when it came, was ac- 
cepted as the natural and logical one. {The Lackey's Carnival, 
produced at the Duke of York's about the same time, had all 
Mr. Jones's worst faults, and died of them after a short run.) 
Mr. Barrie attacked another side of the same subject in A 
Wedding Guest, produced at the Garrick Theatre; but the 
interest of this play lay chiefly in the public's appreciation of 
Mr. Barrie's delightful humanity — in listening to him talking 
to us as he does in his books ; and, this being satisfied, one 
felt that there was left no play worth speaking of; while one 
timidly hoped, at the same time, that Mr. Barrie would not be 
disheartened, but Would return again to work for the stage 
with a stronger grip of his characters, and more character 
in them. Mrs. Craigie gave us the Wisdom of the Wise (St. 
James's), the chief result of which was a short but spirited 
discussion in the newspapers as to whether or not the gallery 
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should express dissent by hooting a dramatist who declines to 
respond to the call for a speech. Mr. R. C. Carton offered 
under his name the trifle, Lady HuniworWs Experiment Mr. 
Robert Marshall gave us another taste of his lively quality in 
The Noble Lord. Mr. Robert Frith continued in A Man of Forty ^ 
and Mr. Sidney Grundy prolonged in A Debt of Honour^ the 
agony of two-women-and-a-man as only they and the evening- 
dress subject can. Mr. Anthofty Hope's English Nell, an 
attempt at something good, owed all the stir it made to the 
author's name and to the acting of Miss, Marie Tempest. 

Among lesser plays, Mr. Max ' Beerbohm's The Happy 
Hypocrite (produced in December as a curtain-raiser for 
Mr. Frank Harris's unsavoury dish, Mr, and Mrs, Daventry) 
was an altogether delightful piece of stage-craft, in which 
the miraculous element, so perfectly managed in the story 
for the inculcation of the mystery of the higher morality, 
came off with great success. Of other inconsiderable but 
charming trifles produced during the year, the most notable 
were Madame Butterfly, adapted from a story of Japanese life 
by an American author, J. L. Long ; lb and Little Christina, 
a picture-play adapted from Hans Andersen ; and The Snow 
Man, a fairy play, produced at the Lyceum. 

The events of importance during the dramatic year were 
the visit of Signora Duse; the visit of Herr Junkermann's 
German Company ; the presentation at Notting Hill Theatre,

Beale, Anne. Popular writer of stories for girls, and three- 
volume novels, e,g.

Blackmore, Richard Doddridge, born in 1825 at Long- 
worth, Berkshire.

CowiE, Very Rev. Benjamin Morgan, D.D., Dean ot 
Exeter, born 181 6, Scholar and subsequently Fellow of 
St. John's College, Cambridge; Senior Wrangler, 1839, 
and second Smith's Prizeman; ordained 1841 ; Hulsean 
Lecturer in 1853-4. His lectures were published under 
the title of Scripture Difficulties. {$rd May.) 

Crane, Stephen, aged 29. Distinguished as a novelist of 
the extreme realistic type, and as a war correspondent.

He won fame as 
a war correspondent on the staff of an English as well 
as an American paper during the Graeco-Turkish cam- 
paign.

Dixon, Rev. Richard Watson, Vicar of Warkworth and 
Hon. Canon of Carlisle, born 1833. Educated at King 
Edward's School, Birmingham, and Pembroke College, 
Oxford. He was greatly influenced at Oxford by his 
intimacy with Burne- Jones (an old schoolfellow) and 
William Morris. Christ s Company appeared in 1861, 
Songs and Odes in 1896. Canon Dixon also wrote a 
History of the Church of England from the Abolition of 
the Roman Jurisdiction. {2 ^rd January.)

War correspondent during the Franco-German War, 
first to the Morning Advertiser^ then to the Daily News, 
with which paper he was thenceforth permanently con- 
nected.

He began life as an 
engineer, but though successful in that career, is better 
known as a musician and archaeologist. In 1850 he 
was appointed Secretary to the Society of Arts, in 1883 
Director (the first) to the Royal College of Music. 
From 1868 to 1883 he edited Macmillan's Magazine. 
He was the author of the LHctionaty of Music and 
Musicians, completed 1889, and contributed several 
articles to Smith's Dictionary of the Bible.

Hovey, Richard, an American poet, joint author with Mr. 
Bliss Carman of Songs from Vagabondia and More 
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Songs from Vagabondia, published by Mr. Elkin 
Mathews.

Hunter, Sir William Wilson, born 1840, educated at 
Glasgow, Paris, and Bonn.

Numerous 
other works, dealing with Indian subjects, followed.

He subse- 
quently was removed to Dr. Lant Carpenter's Unitarian 
School at Bristol. He published his first philosophic 
work of importance. Types of Ethical Theory, at the age 
of eighty, a fact which told against its value as a contri- 
bution to the thought of the century. Apart from his 
articles in the reviews and magazines, and his intercourse 
with his pupils at Manchester College, Dr. Martineau's 
influence was mainly exercised during the course of his 
long life by his sermons at the chapel in Little Portland 
Street, where his audience would include Charles Dickens, 
Sir Charles Lyell, and other distinguished men.

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A NOTE ON 
THE MAKING OF BOOKS 

By C. T. JACOBL 

If, from a literary point of view, " of the making of books 
there is no end," what must be said for the printing of books, 
when one considers the practically unlimited numbers that 
are produced, year in and year out, from the printing press ? 

Without doubt, taking book-work as a standard and 
omitting all other classes of typography from calculation, 
the printing of books on the whole has improved during 
the last two decades of the century just closed, and especially 
so during the last ten years of that period. Many reasons 
may be assigned for this improvement, and it wUl not be 
denied that there is a growing tendency on the part of the 
public to appreciate better work. 

In order to keep pace with the many magazines now in 
the market, cheaper and better produced books are de- 
manded, and one wonders what the ultimate result will be, 
for, at the present rate, books will soon be given away. A 
reaction must set in sooner or later, and possibly when 
magazines are not so much in popular demand, the book 
trade will regain some of its former glories. To confirm this 
opinion on the cheapening of literature it is only necessary 
to observe whole series of works, classical or otherwise, 
being published at a sum practically nominal. 

Some of the reasons for this improved condition of things 
in the printing of books may be classified as follows: — 
(i) competition with the magazines as mentioned above, 
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especially tliose of an illustrated character; (2) the influence 
of private presses (notably that of the Kelmscott Press) 
on the general run of work — this last circumstance has 
created quite a revolution in the class of work turned out; 
(3) the opening up of new, and the greater facilities offered 
by the already existing, provincial and Scotch printing-houses 
for book-work — the higher wages paid in London having 
the effect of driving some portion of the work into the 
country. Another and more practical reason for the im- 
provement of books as concerning the actual press-work is 
due to the higher grade of machinery employed. Hand- 
press work in printing is now practically a thing of the past, 
and modern methods are almost exclusively used. 

My appreciation of American types is, I must own, some- 
what scant, but I fully believe we owe much of our improve- 
ment in machinery to our cousins across the water. They 
have always been foremost in that direction. At the present 
moment there is not much to choose between the best 
American and the leading English monthlies now published. 

Again, the almost exclusive use of founts of an old style 
character is certainly an all-round improvement on the various 
faces of a more modern and less pretty design as formerly 
used for book- work. It is unfortunate that our type-founders 
cannot offer us something better than they have done during 
the past century, with the one exception just mentioned. 
It seems to me that it is not possible for them to design 
anything but a copy ot something that has already been done 
in the past. If anything is attempted it is almost certain 
to be of a somewhat grotesque or exaggerated character — so 
much so, that it can only be classed rather as a " jobbing " 
than as a book fount. 

Another point to be observed in connection with book- 
printing is the occasional encroachment of machine type- 
setting, and in the event of any labour difficulties in the 
composing section, which are unfortunately in the air at the 
present time, the machine method will be still more largely 
used. Machine-set types are not always beautiful, but there 
has certainly been an improvement each year in the series 
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of faces employed. The defects occasionally noticed are 
very often matters of detail in the working of the machine. 
With reference to this class of work, it is hard to realise that 
it was not until the last decade that any mechanical means 
were devised with a measure of success. True, composing 
machines, many of an experimental kind, have been in evi- 
dence, more or less, during the last century, but I quite 
expect that the present century will see them almost uni- 
versally employed, for, as our American friends would say, 
they have now " come to stay." 

As with hand-press work, so will hand composition give 
way very largely to machine setting, because its possibilities 
are almost unlimited when we consider the various appliances 
now on the market — machines that compose both with and 
without type. 

We must observe, again, in glancing through the work of 
the last few years, the better arrangement of title-pages, a 
more consistent style being employed. Formerly it was the 
custom to squeeze as many different kinds of type into the 
title-page as possible, this having somewhat the effect of a 
broadside. Better taste has prevailed, and, as a result, one 
series of face is used ; and a further step in the right direc- 
tion is the rubrication of this page, which, if not overdone, 
has the effect of enriching its appearance. 

Decorative printing, that kind which has some connection 
or harmony between type and illustration, has made more 
progress during the last two or three years. Here again can 
be observed the influence of William Alorris's press. 

As a rule the ordinary illustrated volume is a mere hotch- 
potch of both letterpress and cuts thrown together without 
any regard to their respective relations, and if an objection- 
able kind of paper has been used, so much the worse for the 
result. ' 

In confirmation of the theory suggested, we find that a 
heavier face of type has been used, which is certainly more 
readable than those of a thin or weak character. This is 
decidedly due to the ideas of William Morris on the subject 
of typography. 
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Broadly, book-printing is made up of two classes of work 
— the ordinary and the better kinds. The first of these may 
be dismissed without remark, and the latter kind may be still 
further subdivided into two sections, the one comprising what 
might be termed the mechanically but well-printed book, say, 
for instance, an illustrated work consisting of process-blocks, 
a volume that might be exceedingly well printed, but, at 
the same time, of a somewhat mechanical appearance. The 
second division would be a work that has some claim to 
artistic merit, whether illustrated or not, the type margins and 
paper being well selected and arranged beforehand. Such a 
book is " a joy for ever." 

To mention names or to quote titles in an article of this 
kind would be invidious, but we need not look far nowadays 
to find such work if an inspection is made of the windows of 
any <»f the leading booksellers. 

As suggested above, the attributes of a good volume are 
made up of printing, paper, and binding, and it is quite 
possible that one detail may spoil the whole; for a good 
face of type printed on an inappropriate paper, or, possibly, 
a binding on an otherwise well-produced book, will give this 
effect. 

In former times the presses which could produce a tasteful 
book were very limited, and the publishers who had any 
appreciation in that direction were still more limited in 
number. The different volumes were often thrown to the 
printer, and he, as a rule, adapted the volume to suit the 
plant which he might happen to have disengaged at that 
particular time, and little or no consideration was given in 
shaping the book. At the present time publishers and their 
assistants have generally a better knowledge of the art and 
mystery of printing, possibly more theoretical than practical, 
and they give their own precise instructions as to the shape 
and size the work shall take, and I must say, from my own 
experience, that their ideas are often correct, according to my 
own standard. 

In selecting a type one must naturally have regard to the 
class of work to be printed, and whether it is to be illustrated. 
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If it is to be a pictured volume, it is all the more needful 
that the kind of illustration to be employed must be fully 
considered, or else we may obtain quite opposite effects in 
type and in illustration. 

In discussing the matter of type-setting or composition, the 
question of proof-reading is one of importance. In giving 
credit for the general advance of book-printing, I do not 
think that an equal amount of care has been given to the 
literary part as far as conoerns the correctness of the press. 
Nothing is so annoying to an author or to the reputation 
of a publisher, and, consequently, to his printer, as to have 
a slovenly read volume issued to the public. Possibly no 
single volume has ever been published without some few 
mistakes, but a work full of errors of the press is an un- 
pardonable offence of any firm, be they publishers or printers. 

Whilst on the subject of careful press-reading, it isr very 
needful to remind authors and editors of the necessity of 
giving good "copy" for the press. A bad manuscript in- 
creases the risk of errors in proof-reading, and it is only a 
matter of common courtesy to the printer to give fair " copy," 
and also in justice to the pocket of the publisher if he has to 
pay the cost of the printer's bill for the corrections. 

A typewritten manuscript is no better than one carefully 
written by hand as far as the printer is concerned, though an 
author may be able to revise the former more easily before 
sending to the printer. 

Besides, the printer's reader can materially assist an author 
or editor, and this is one great reason for having, if possible, 
the printing-house at hand, for many find it extremely con- 
venient to be in direct touch with the printer. The fact of 
being on the spot saves time, and there is a good deal of satis- 
faction in the circumstance that a few minutes' conversation 
can do very much more than if any particular instructions 
are given in the form of a letter. 

A few words might be said for process-work as used for 
book illustration. This applies to the processes all round, 
whether photogravure, colotype, or typographic blocks. The 
half-tone process seems particularly to have reached the high- 
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water mark of excellence, and the only further benefit that 
could be wished for would be if a paper could be found 
suitable which was not coated or super-calendered to such 
an extent as now necessary to obtain the full effects of the 
various tones of the illustration. This, I am afraid, is impos- 
sible if a very fine screen is still to be used in the production 
of these blocks. 

Not only have we better blocks, but they are also better 
printed. Printers are now becoming accustomed to this class 
of work, and are giving more attention to it than formerly. 
When this method came into existence a few years ago, the 
process gave very crude specimens, as blocks go, for printing 
purposes, and the printer did not, or would not, understand 
the nature of these reproductions, and the results were often 
disastrous. As better blocks were made so the printer began 
to realise that it was possible for them to be printed decently, 
and he began to consider if he could discover a suitable ink 
and improve his methods of "making-ready." The routine 
employed for the printing of woodcuts would not answer for 
blocks mechanically produced. 

The next stage to be reviewed is that of paper, which is a 
most vital matter if we wish to prolong the life of a volume. 
In one way the cheapening of paper is to be regretted, because 
it is impossible to get the sanae quality as formerly. Owing 
to the much greater demand, it is impossible to obtain suffi- 
cient of the proper material, and substitutes have to be 
employed of a less enduring nature. This applies mostly to 
machine-made papers. 

Again, the introduction of process illustration alluded to 
above has created a demand, especially where half-tone blocks 
are used. To print these blocks effectively the paper has to 
be calendered to such a degree that it is an unrecognisable 
quantity, for it must be coated with some substance very largely 
made up of clay, which renders the paper very objectionable 
to the refined touch and sight. 

There is na getting away from the fact that this so-called 
"art" paper gives the most brilliant results to the picture, 
but, on the other hand, its very appearance is against it, and

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CONTRIBUTORS' GUIDE— I. 

The following instructions are given for convenience of reference, 
in the hope that they will be of service to writers, and indirectly 
to those editors who are overwhelmed with matter which is sent 
without reference to the simple and necessary rules that prevail in all 
well-conducted offices. A vast amount of trouble is caused to those 
who deal with MSS. by the want of consideration that characterises 
the methods of a large proportion of occasional correspondents. 

1. All MSS. should be type- written. Editors, as a rule, will 
consent to read " copy " which is not in type-script ; but there are 
many obvious reasons which make it desirable that the machine 
which has brought legibility within everybody's reach should be 
in universal use. 

2. MSS. must be written on one side of the paper only. This 
rule is made for the convenience of printers. The " copy " which 
is given out to compositors is nearly always divided up, conse- 
quently a MS. which is written on both sides of the paper cannot 
be readily dealt with. 

3. It is most important to use discretion and judgment in the 
matter of submitting MSS. This applies {a) to the choice of the 
paper, and {b) to the choice of a subject. In the first case no MS. 
has any chance of acceptance unless it falls in with the general 
tone of the magazine to which it is sent ; and, secondly, a most 
important matter for the writer to bear in mind is, that articles 
should be of a topical nature. This latter condition does not apply 
to literary subjects, except that even here articles upon hackneyed 
subjects are seldom wanted ; there must be freshness of subject 
as well as of idea. Again, the old-fashioned article which deals 
with the dead world in any phase is not wanted. The interest of 
the public is in living people and living material. 

4. Writers who are anxious to make progress should be very 
careful to ascertain the correct style and address of the paper to 
which they are submitting their efforts. Magazine addresses fre- 
quently change. It is, in fact, essential for those who wish to 
succeed, to be up to date in every particular, even in those matters 
which involve merely technical detail. 

5. Letters to editors are not, as a rule, necessary. Each MS. 
should have clearly placed upon it the author's name and address. 
A fully stamped and addressed envelope for return of the MS. 
should always be enclosed. 

6. Proposals to submit MSS. to editors should only be sent in 
exceptional cases. No interviews must be expected by contributors 
except those which are invited by the editor. 
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These details refer to the principal Magazines and Periodicals, and it 
should be understood that the particulars here given have been 
supplied in almost all cases by the papers themselves.

— This is granted (to applicants over twenty-one years 
of age) on receipt of a recommendation by a householder. This 
must be sent by post. The ticket is usually for three or six months, 
and is, if the application be in order, sent within a day or two. 
When asking for renewal, it is necessary to return the old ticket. 
Applicants under twenty-one years of age require special permission. 
TicKets of admission for short periods of a few days are given on 
personal application in the Secretary*s office (turn to the left on 
entering). 

AU tickets are strictly non-transferable, and must be shown, if 
required, before entering the room. A separate ticket is required 
for the print-room. 

No sticks or umbrellas are permitted in the rooms ; overcoats 
should also be left with the cloak-room official. 

Rooms. — Besides the Newspaper Room (on the right of the main 
entrance), which also contains the London Gazette, Journals of the 
House of Commons, and other Parliamentary papers, and the Print 
Room (open from 10 A.M. till 4 p.m.), there are the Large Room and 
Rotunda. The former, entered vid the Rotunda, is set apart for 
readers desiring to use works of special value, unbound parts, &c. 
Silence is enforced. 

Application for Books. — Round the central desk, occupied 
by the Superintendent and his attendants, will be seen bundles of 
printed slips. These are filled in, as indicated, from the Catalogues, 
the chief items to note being the correct press-mark of the book, and 
the number of the reader's seat. The other particulars — i,e, place 
and date of publication, title, author, and size of the book — are also, 
however, of importance, and not to be omitted by those desiring to 
be served without delay. The slips are placed in baskets at the 
centre counter, the reader returning to his desk to await the books, 
a matter usually of between ten and thirty minutes, according to 
the pressure of work and the portion of the library in which the 
books are stored. No applications are received after 3.30 p.m. in 
winter, 5.30 p.m. in spring and autumn, and 6.30 in summer. 
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When reading is over for the day the reader restores the books to 
the centre desk, receiving in exchange the slips, which, unless he 
intends again using the same book or books within the next few 
days, are best destroyed. 

Kbpt Books. — Books are kept, by request, subject to no other 
reader putting in a ticket for them during the absence of the reader 
for whom they are put aside. There is a special basket at the centre 
desk for slips of *' kept " books, and the latter are usually brought 
round within a few minutes. A slip of paper must be placed in 
each book, across the top of which (so as to be legible without 
opening the book) are written the date and reader's name. 

The Bar. — It is sometimes impossible for a reader to spend any 
time at the Reading-room until after four, or the latest hour for 
putting in application-slips in the ordinary way. In such cases it is 
permitted to fill in the slips and send them in in the forenoon or the 
evening before, only instead of filling in any desk-number the 
applicant marks Bar A or Bar T, and the books are kept for him in 
the cages on either side of the central desk until called for later in 
the day. " Kept " books, if not called for vrithin a week, are 
returned to the shelves. 

Reference Shelves.— In addition to the bulk of the collection, 
numbering approximately 2,000,000 volumes, which are only avail- 
able as indicated in the forgoing remarks, there are on the shelves 
of the Rotunda itself some 20,000 reference volumes, ranging through 
history, geography, and travel, and every science, down to such works 
of reference as encyclopaedias, lexicons, directories, and the like. 
These the reader is permitted to take down for himself, but must 
replace on the proper shelf when he has finished using them. 
With regard to the encyclopaedias, dictionaries, &c, the etiquette of 
an unwritten law prescribes that they be returned to the shelves as 
soon as done tvith. In continental libraries, readers are not per- 
mitted to carry off to their own desks purely reference works of this 
description. 

Catalogues. — The Author Catalogue, stretching in double 
row around the central desk, is now, in its printed form, condensed 
to a few hundred volumes. Formerly, when in MSS., it ran into 
thousands. In the way of Class Catalogues, which for the most 
part exist in the unreaUsed dreams of successive generations of 
librarians, we have Fortescue's exceedingly useful Subjects Index 
(to 1891), and Poole's likewise valuable Index to Periodicals. 
These aids to cross reference are, with their respective supplements, 
to be found next the central desk. There are, in addition to these, 
special catalogues of manuscripts and music, and a large collection of 
useful bibliographies on every subject are to be found in the cases at 
the end of the readers' desks. 

Tracing is permitted, but application must be made to the Super- 
intendent for permission. 

The Reading-Room is open on week-days (except first four dajrs 
in March and September, Good Friday, and Christmas Day), May 
to August, 9 A. M. to 7 P.M. ; rest of the year, 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
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The Print-Room opens at 10 a.m., and closes April to July at 
5 P.M. ; rest of the year at 4 p.m.

Admission to this Library is sought in a letter to the Administrateur 
Giniral, setting forth the nature of the applicant's work, his name, pro- 
fession, and abode. Applications from foreigners should be accompanied 
by a recommendation from their Embassy, or from some responsible 
resident known to the Administrator. Such ticket of admission is, when 
granted, signed by the recipient, and is strictly non-transferable. 

Application for Books.— On entering the Salle de Iravail, each 
reader is handed a bulletin personnel^ which, having filled in accurately 
bis name and address and the number of his seat, he hands to the Superin- 
tendent. On this, one of the officials enters the names of all books taken out 
by him, and he is not allowed to leave the room until he has handed the 
doorkeeper this bulletin with the official rendu stamped against every book. 

Books Kept. — Works are kept by request for twenty-four hours, after 
which they are returned to the shelves. Should any other reader, how- 
ever, apply for any of these ** kept " books, they are at his disposal.

A large book {Desiderienbuck) is kept in the Lending Library for the use 
of those desiring to secure any book as soon as returned by another borrower.

Company, on some complaint of privilege, seized the University 
printing press, but from the year 1584 to the present time printing 
nas been continuously carried on. The name Pitt Press, by which 
the University Press is very generally known, strictly applies only 
to a part of the present buildings, which were erected in 1831 with 
money subscribed as a memorial to William Pitt. Up to the year 
1873 t^c publishing business of the University was conducted through 
the agency of various London publishers, but in that year the 
University established its own publishing warehouse at 17 Pater- 
noster Row, and in 1884 removed the business to the present 
premises in Ave Maria Lane. The publishing business was in the 
first instance managed by Mr. C. J. Clay, who was University 
printer from 1854 to 1894. It is now conducted by his sons, Mr. J. 
Clay and Mr. C. F. Clay, but the publishing imprint of the firm 
remains C. J. Clay & Sons, while that for printing has been changed 
to J. & C. F. Clay. 

The University Press, using its privileges to the full, publishes 
editions of the Bible and Prayer-Book in every variety of size, type, 
and binding. To the correct printing of the latter the Press has 
recently given much attention ; and the new Minister's Prayer-Book 
in large octavo (1896), in which the late Archbishop Benson of 
Canterbury, who was most eager that his own University should 
move in this matter, took the greatest interest, is now the standard 
for printing all Cambridge editions. In recent years one of the 
great undertakings of the Press has been the publication of the Re- 
vised Version of the Bible : the New Testament being published in 
1 88 1, the complete Old Testament in 1885, thq Apocrypha in 1897 ; 
whilst in 1898 were published a new edition of the Revised Version 
of the Bible with Revised Marginal references, and the folio edition 
for the Lectern. In 1899 an important publication was the facsimile 
reproduction of the Greek and Latin manuscript of the four Gospels 
and Acts of the Apostles, generally known as the Codex Beza, and 
preserved in the University Library. The MS. was photographed 
and engraved on copper by M. Paul Dujardin of Pans. It is be- 
lieved that this process has not before been used for the reproduction 
of so large a volume. The University Press has also lately published 
the MS. of Milton's minor poems, which has been preserved for 
upwards of two hundred years in Trinity College Library. The MS., 
of which the greater part is in Milton's own £uid, consists of forty- 
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seven pages, and contains the Arcades^ Comus^ Lycidas^ and several 
of the Sonnets^ besides the first sketch of Paradise Lost as a drama, 
and notes for poems from sacred and profane history. This work 
has been superintended by Mr. William Aldis Wright, of Trinity, by 
request of the Council of the College. 

As general publishers the Press issues works of learning rang- 
ing from the most elementary school books to the most elaborate 
mathematical and scientific treatises. The well-known Pitt Press 
Series is now supplemented by the Cambridge Series for schools and 
training colleges, to which one of the latest additions is Mr. W. H. 
Woodward's Short History of the Expansion of the British Empire, 
Another new educational work is Sir Joshua Fitch's lectures and 
addresses entitled Educational Aims and Methods, The Press 
has recently completed the publication of the late Professor 
Arthur Cayley's Collected Mathematical Papers (13 large quarto 
volumes), and has also published the Scientific Papers of the late 
Professor J. Clerk Maxwell, and many of Lord Kelvin's papers, while 
other mathematical papers by the late Professor John Couch Adams, 
Professor Stokes, Professor Tait, Lord Rayleigh, Professor Osborne 
Reynolds, &nd the late John Hopkinson, are either commenced or 
are in active preparation. An important series of scientific Text 
Books, entitled The Cambridge Natural Science Manuals^ is being 
produced under the editorship of Mr. A. £. Shipley for the 
biological volumes, and Mr. R. T. Glazebrook, Director of the 
National Physical Laboratory, for the physical volumes. Recent 
additions to this series are Dr. J. Reynolds Green's Soluble 
Ferments and Fermentation^ Mr. A. C. Seward's Fossil Plants, 
Mr. A. S. Woodward's Vertebrate Palaontologyy and Professor 
W. J. Lewis's Crystallography, Two other works, recording the 
results of scientific expeditions, are now being issued in parts : one 
dealing with the fauna of the Sandwich Islands, under the editorship of 
Mr. David Sharp ; the other with the zoological results of the expedi- 
tion in 1895-97 to New Britain, New Guinea, and the Loyalty Islands, 
edited by Dr. Arthur Willey, Balfour Student of the University. 

In History and Classics the activity of the Press is considerable at 
the present time. Professor R. C. J ebb's monumental edition of 
Sophocles is now approaching completion. Cambridge Composu 
tions (a collection of translations into Latin and Greek verse and 
prose), is one of the more noteworthy productions of recent years, 
to which many of the most eminent Cambridge scholars have con- 
tributed. The Cambridge Manual Edition of the Septuagint, edited 
by Professor H. B. Swete, is the precursor of a more elaborate 
edition now in preparation. A companion volume, containing an 
introduction to the Old Testament in Greek by Professor Swete, 
has just been published. Among other theological works lately 
issued, or about to be issued, are Texts and Studies^ edited by the 
Rev, Canon J. Armitage Robinson, which has now reached its sixth 
volume ; the Cambridge Bible for Schools and Colleges ; and the 
Cambridge Companion to the Bible, The Cambridge tlistorical 
Series, under the general editorship of Dr. G. W. Prothero, late 
Professor of History in the University of Edinburgh, has now 
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reached its eleventh volume. Much interest has ahready been 
expressed in the announcement that Lord Acton has undertaken to 
edit a great historical work which will be entitled Tke Cambridge 
Modem History, This will appear in about twelve volumes of 
about seven hundred pages each, and will cover the period from the 
end of the Middle Ages to the present day. The Bishop of Oxford 
assists the work with his advice, and the following are some of those 
who have undertaken to write it : Sir William Anson, Mr. M. M. 
Bigelow, Mr. James Bryce, Mr, A. G. Bradley, Professor Bury, the 
Rev. W. A. B. Coolidge, the Bishop of London, Dr. Cunningham, 
Professor Fairbairn, Mr. C. H. Firth, Professor Flint, Sir Michael 
Foster, Mr. James Gairdner, Mr. S. R. Gardiner, Dr. Garnett, the , 
Rev. F. Aidan Gasquet, Professor Gwatkin, Mr. Frederic Harrison, 
Mr. T. Hodgkin, Major Hume, Professor Jebb, Mr. Laughton, Mr. 
T. G. Law, Mr. Lecky, Mr. Sidney Lee, Sir Alfred Lyall, Captain

If the figures as they stand were correct, 
Caxton could no longer be accorded the honour of having printed the 
first book in England. Since that time the printing has been carried 
on in various premises at different periods : in the Church of St. Mary 
the Virgin; in the Sheldonian Theatre (1669-1713) ; at the old 
Clarendon Press near the theatre until 1830; and since that date 
in the present fine building. Of the interesting events in the history 
of the Oxford Press, too numerous for this record, may be cited its 
suppression by Henry VIII. and re-establishment by Elizabeth ; the 
presentation to it of the copyright of the Earl of Clarendon's 
History of the Rebellion (firom the profits of which for the most part 
the clarendon Press building, hence so called, was erected) ; the 
discovery of the Oxford India paper and the issue of the Rezfised 
Versions, each event marking an epoch in the history of a Press 
which in 1695 could print the Lord's Prayer in nineteen different 
languages, and which to-day can print works in no less than sixty 
difSrent tongues, from Harrotee to Sanskrit, each requiring different 
sorts of type, to say nothing of the innumerable languages and 
dialects for which Roman type serves. The Oxford Press now 
manufactures all its own material : paper, ink, type, electros, stereos ; 
retains its own bookbinders, builders, engineers, &c. ; employing 
upwards of a thousand persons — some idea of the expansion of the 
publishing warehouse alone at Amen Comer being gathered from 
the increase in the staff during twenty years from ten to one hundred. 
The gentleman whose name the Press publications bear, on the 
invitation of the Delegates who control its literary actions, undertook 
the management of the London business in 1874; he has therefore 
been the principal figure in two at least of the events above named.

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Authors were never famous for their arithmetic, and they will 
perhaps find the following tables useful whenever they adopt the 
favourite method of payment by results known as royalties. It is 
somewhat difficult at times in publishers' accounts to ascertain the 
exact sum due to the author when x copies of his book have been 
sold at the price Oti y shillings, on which a royalty oiz per cent, is 
due to the author. The following tables are intended to facilitate 
this calculation by reducing the somewhat laborious test of com- 
plicated multiplication to a simple process of addition. The matter 
is further complicated by the tolerably general practice of pub- 
lishers accoimting to authors for sales on the basis of 13 as 12 (or 
sometimes 13 as I2J^) which they generally grant to the retail book- 
sellers. There are accordingly two sets of tables, one in order to 
reduce 13 to 12 (or 13 to 12^), and the remainder to ascertain the 
exact amount due on different systems of royalty and on price 
books. Thus if 936 of a 5s. book have been sold on which a 
royalty of 10 per cent, is due, the first table will enable the calcu- 
lator to ascertain that 936 could only be reckoned as 864, and 
from the fourth column of the table devoted to 5s., the royalties 
for 800^ for 60, and for 4 are already given, and the final result 
easily works out at ;£2i, 12s. Generally speaking, it is sufficient 
to check the results roughly, e,g, by finding out how much 850 
copies would bring in. 

In making the following calculations a certain difficulty arises 
owing to the deficiency of our coinage, which reckons nothing 
lower than a farthing, and to the trade custom of the booksellers 
by which the moiety is the only fractional part of the price of a 
book recognised. In consequence some of the results are not 
strictly in accordance with the Rule of Three. 
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Details are given as far as possible of work aocomplislied durisg tbe 
past year, bnt in a few cases information was received too late for 
insertion in tliis issne.

If it is actually a necessity that a work must 
be corrected when in type, and the amount of 
these alterations is likely to upset the arrange- 
ment of the lines and pages, it is best to ask 
for proofs in " galley " or slip form. This 
means a little more trouble to the printer, but 
it will probably cause less expense in the long 
run. 

In marking corrections for the printer cer- 
tain signs and symbols are used which express 
more concisely the meaning than could be 
indicated by a more ordinary method of mark- 
ing the alterations. We give on the opposite 
page the principal characters used : that page 
showing the corrections as they would be 
marked by a skilled person ; this, the facing 
page, the type corrected according to these 
directions ; and the page overleaf the signs 
explained in detail. 

In making a correction in a proof always 
mark the wrong letter or word through, and 
insert the alteration in the margin, not in 
the middle of the printed matter, as it is apt 
to be overlooked if there is no marginal refer- 
ence to the correction.

IN MORE GENERAL USE 

Books are defined respectively as folio, quarto (4to), octavo 
(8vo), duodecimo (i2mo), sextodecimo (i6mo), octodecimo 
(i8mo), vigesimo-quarto (24mo), trigesimo-secundo (3 2 mo), 
&c. These definitions are arrived at by the number of times 
a sheet is folded ; for instance, a folio would be two leaves to 
the sheet, a quarto four leaves, and so on. Sometimes it is 
difficult to distinguish, say, an octavo from a quarto ; but if it 
is printed on a laid paper, the water-lines that run at intervals 
through the sheet (not to be confused with the smaller and 
closer wire marks of the sheet) will determine this. The 
water-lines on a folio, octavo, and octodecimo would be per- 
pendicular; on a quarto, duodecimo, and sextodecimo, hori- 
zontal. The signatures or letters placed at the foot of the 
first, and sometimes the third page, also serve as a guide to 
identification. 

Advance sheets or copies. Printed in advance for simultaneous 

publication elsewhere, or for preliminary notices. 
Ampersand. The abbreviation or sign for the word " and " : 

thus, & (roman), 6* (italic). Si (black letter). 
Aniiqua, A German expression for Roman types. 
Bastard title. The fly or half-title before the full title of the 

work. 
Black letter, A general expression us^d to indicate old English 

text, or church type. 
Block, A general term used as embracing woodcut, electro, 

or zinco. 
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Body of the work. The text or subject-matter is thus described 

to distinguish it from the preUminary, appendix, or notes. 
Broadside, A sheet printed on one side only. 
Calendered paper. Paper very highly rolled or glazed, much 

used for printing illustrated books or magazines. 
Cast off. To calculate or estimate length of copy to be printed 

— a troublesome task in uneven or badly-written MS. 
Clarendon, A bold or fat-faced type is generally thus de- 
scribed. The older founts were called " Egyptian." 
Clerical errors. Mistakes in copying MS. 
Cliche, French term for a cast, usually applied to stereo or 

electro duplicates. 
Collate, To run through the sheets of a book to see if the 

signatures are in sequence. 
Colophon, An inscription or tail-piece, usually a printer's 

imprint, at the end of a book. 
Cut edges, A book which has been cut on the three sides is 

said to have cut edges. 
Cut-in notes. Side-notes which are inserted within the text at 

the side instead of in the margin. 
Deckle, The raw rough edge of handmade paper is thus 

termed. 
Dummy copy, A copy generally made up of blank leaves to 

represent the actual bulk of a work not quite complete. 
End leaves or papers. The blank fly-leaves at either end of a 

book. 
Fly-title, The half-title in front of the general title, or which 

divides sections of a work. 
Folio, A sheet of paper folded in two leaves only. 
Fore edge. The outer side of a book (distinct from the head 

or tail) when folded. 
Format, The bibliographical term for size and shape of a 

book. 
Fount, This term is applied to the whole number of letters 
, constituting a complete set of types of any particular 

class of face or body. 
Fractur, A (Jerman expression for their text or black-letter 

characters. 
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Half-bound, Books partly bound in leather, with cloth or 

paper sides. 
Half-title. The sub-title in front of the full title. 
Heads, A term applied to the margins at the tops of the 



Indent.

title, preface, contents, &c. 
Proof A trial print of any forme of type, plates, or blocks. 
Pulls. A term generally applied to proofs. 
Quarto. A sheet folded into four leaves ; shortly : 4to. 
Quire. Twenty-four sheets. Books in sheets, that is, not 

bound, are said to be in quires. 
Quotes, A printer's term for turned commas (") and apos- 
trophes ("), placed respectively at the beginning and end 

of quoted matter. 
Ream, Twenty quires. A printer's ream is 516 sheets; 

handmade and drawing papers sometimes 472, 480, or 

500 sheets. 
Recto, The right-hand pages of any work. 
Rubricated. Printed in red ink. 
Serif, The fine line on the top and bottom of a letter, as in 

H. Sanserif thus : H. 
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Set off. Where the ink sets off from one sheet to another. 
Shoulder notes. Marginal notes placed at the top comer of 

the page. 
Signature. The letter' or figure at the foot of the first page 
of a sheet to guide the binder in folding ; also used by 
printers to identify any particular sheet. 
Siee copy, A thickness or dummy copy [q.v,!^. 
Slips, Applied to matter not made up into pages, but pulled 

as proofs in long slips. 
SmM capitals. The smaller capitals (as distinct from the 
full capitals), thus: Standing. Indicated in MS. by 
two strokes =^ underneath. 
Standing, — Type not distributed after printing is said to be 

" standing."
